and Erbelbert King of Kent. This Orthbright 
preſided as Abbat for the Space of 12 Years,

buried in his Monaſtery ; after whoſe Death the Church was govern'd 
by Priors, till the Time of Orbright the 2d: The Reaſon of which

ALDRE PD. 


To him ſucceeded Aldred, but the Time of his Commencement is 
equally doubtful, with the Death of the laſt, as is likewiſe the Number 
of Years he preſided over this Church; which, however, are ſaid to be 
many. He died in the Year of our Lord 675, in the laſt Year of the 
Reign of Cadrwallor the laſt Britiſh King, and in the Reign of Sebba and 
and Sighere Kings of the Eaft-Saxons, and of Theodore Arch-Biſhop of 
Canterbury ; in which Year St. Erkenwald was conſecrated Biſhop of Lon- 
gon. He was buried in this Monaſtery. In his time, vi. 649, Segebert 

T4 1b. TIL and his Brother were converted to Chriſtianity, by the Perſwaſions of O 

CD. 22. 2122 King of Northumbria ; after which Cedda was ſent to convert the 
Pcople of this Province, and built Tilbury on the Thames Side in Eſex, 
making it his Biſhop's Scat; ſo that the Priorſhip both of Cermanus, 
and Part of this Aldred's, ſeem to be only titular, they leaving their 
Church when Melitus fled from London, nix this latter returning to it, 
under the calm Weather of Cedda's Miſſion, when Chriſtianity was re- 
ſtor'd: But indeed theſe early Priors ſeem to have been only Rectors of 
the Church, which was very inconſiderable many Years after this; how. 
ever, by being reſtor'd, we have the Time of this Prior's Death handed 
down. 


SYWARD. 


675. AHyward ſucceeded him; and fate 10 Years Prior wanting ſome Days. He 
lived in the Times of Dona, Agatho, and Leo Popes, and of Ecfrid King 
of Northumbria; in whoſe Time was the Diſſention between that Prince 
and Wilfred Arch-Biſhop of Jork, and the famous Council at Srraenſpall, 
and Hotfeld. He died the Year before St. Cuthbert was conſecrated Bi- 
ſhop of Landisfarn, and the Death of Sicher King of the Eaſt-Saxons, 
and tuo Years before the Conſecration of ohn of Beverly to the Church 
of Hagtſtald, vir. in the Year 684. and was buried in this Monaſtery.

694. To him ſucceeded Oſmund, in whoſe Time died Cadewall King of the

DELRED. 


Selred is mention'd as ſucceeding Oſmund, but I find ſuch Diſparity 72.6. 
in the Time, that either there was another between them, whoſe Name is 
now loſt, or an Interval, or elſe the Dates are miſplacd. This Selred 
livd in the Time of Cuthbert King of Weſt-Saxons, Ethelbald King of 
Mercia, and Ceolulph King of Northumbria, and of venerable Bede the 
2X Hiſtorian, and Neothelm Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury. He died Anno 744. at- 
X tcr preſiding over this Church near 18 Years, ſo that his Succeſſion was 
211 Tears after the Death of Oſmund, this Selred was buried in his Mona- 
ſtery. 


OR GAR. 


Orgar was next Prior of this Church, in whoſe Time flouriſh'd Offa, 744. 
the great King of Mercia, who among other Acts of Munificence, was 

2 remarkable Benefactor to Monaſteries; but whether his Bounty to this 
was during Ordgar's time I am doubtful. He died A. D. 765, af- 


ter almoſt 22 Years governing this Monaſtery, and was buried in it.

Brithſtanus ſucceeded him, and govern'd this Church for the Space of 765. 
20 Years in the time of Offa aforeſaid, and dying in the Year 785, was 
buried in this Monaſtery. 


ORTHBRIGHT II. Abbat. 


After the Death of Birth ſtan ſucceeded Orbrith, or Ordbright, and in 7855 
the ancient Records of Chicheſter, Alubrith, in whoſe time Offa took 
particular Care of this Church, being the only Prince ſince Sebert the 
the Founder, who had once regarded) it in near 200 Years. The Dona- 
tions of this Prince ſee in Vol. I. by which Acquiſitions of Wealth 
ſhe began to make a conſiderable Figure. This Prince likewiſe built Cells 
tor the Monks, which were then I ſuppoſe Auguſtines, and as ſome ſay, 
depoſited the Regalia here, and founded a Free-School 3 which was no 
more then the Papal Injunctions requir'd, that every conventual Church 
ſhould have a School adjoyning. Thus enrich'd and edified, her Prior 
reaſſum d, or perhaps firſt took the Name of Abbat ; for the former Orth- 
bright ſeems to be crowded in for ſake of ancient Title, and I ſce no Rea- 
ſon but that, why they ſhould be ſo exact in the Day of his Death; but 
to return, this Orthbright is mentioned in a Charter of Edward Confeſſors, Mt. Cor» 
as holding Lands here of old time, before the Daniſh inroads, in which ten lb. 
Particular I miſtook the Account in the firſt Vol. by ſaying the Time of 
his Living was doubtful, but take it here rectify'd. How long he preſi- 
ded as Abbat here, I am not certain, but he was removed to the Biſhop- 
rick of Sealſey in Devonſhire, being the 5th Biſhop of that See, in which 
he died (fays the JAS. of this Church) A. D. 794. in the laſt year of

ALtwivs: 
Alfeins called by ſome, but falſly Alfwinus, ſucceeded Orbright, but 
then it muſt be at ſome Diſtance; and is ſaid to have govern'd this Church 
with great Honour for 24 years: He is particularly mentioned in the old 


Martyrology. Being remov'd from this Abbey, he was conſecrated Biſhop 
of Fountain, where be died on the 10 Kal. Feb. 820. 


ALWIVsS IL 


To him ſucceeded another of the ſame Name, who is mentioned in 4 
Charter of King Edgar's ; he liv'd in the Time of Egbert the great King 
of Eaſt-Saxons, in the Times of Theologild and Coelnoth Arch-Biſhops 
of Canterbury ; and having been Abbat 17 years, he died 5th Kal. A- 
pril, A. D. 837, and was buricd in this Monaſtery. 


ALGAR. 


Algar was next Abbat, in whoſe Time the Danes made their inroads 
in the Reigns of Ethelulph, and Ethelbald, and Ethelbert, at which Time 


St. Edmund, the King, fell a Sacrifice to their Fury, who having 


likewiſe driven Burthred out of his Dominions, oyer-run the Kingdom 
of Mercia. And in the ꝗth year of his being Abbat they came to Lon- 
don with five Ships, committing all Manner of Hoſtiliries, and deſtroy- 
ing the City, (as ſome ſay) or as others, that they pillag'd it, tho' M. 
Weſtminſter increaſes their Fleet to 350, but mentions nothing of their 


Attempt on London, only that after the Defeat of Bertulf, they march'd 


into Surry. However, it is very probable, that the Places adjoining to 
London felt their Rage, and among them this Monaſtery ; for Edward 
the Confeſſor mentions the Danes Incurſions, and Injuries to it, nor is 


their room to doubt it, when Anno 872, viz. in the 26 year of this 


Abbat, they came to London and winter'd there, and Huntington mentions 
Alfred's repairing London, Anno 886, having been ruin'd and diſpeopled 
by the Danes, and the Londoners had deſerted it, till now by the Safety 


of Alfred's Conqueſts, they return d to their Dwellings ; all but ſuch as 


had been led away Captivcs: So that no doubt this Abbat, and the reſt 


of his Convent fled and were ſcatter d abroad, except ſuch as periſh'd by 


their Fury, when their Church and Monaſtery felt the Effects of it; but 
being happily reſtor d, he ended his Days in an advanc'd Age, after a dan- 
gerous and troubleſome Government of 43 years, on the 14 Kal. 799 


Anno Dom. 889, and was buried in this Monaſtery. It is to be obſery'd, 


that between the Death of Alwzes, and the Time allorted for this Al- 


— 


gar, was the Space of nine ycars by the Computation of the Monks of 


this Houſc; fo that either the Danger apprehended from the Danes at 
Alzyus's Death, prevented another's accepting it, or ſome Miſtake muſt 
be in the Computation; which fiſt I rather think, becauſe his Death is 
laid to be in the 19th of Alfred, which was about the Time 89 or 90.

EA DME RusS. 
Edmerus, or Eadmerus ſucceeded him, in whoſe Time this Abbey flou- 889 
riſh d, under the Government of that wiſe and learned Prince Alfred, 
who enrich'd it with Lands, granting to this Eadmerus and his Convent 
(as I ſuppoſe) Lands at Wennington in Eſſex, and is ſaid to enrich it 
by Gifts. Eadmerus govern d his Church as is ſaid 44 Years, and di- 
ed 4, Kal. September A. D. 922, which again diſagrees, making it but 
34 Year from the Death of eAlgar. He was buried in this Monaſtery. 


ALFNOoOD. 


Alfnodus was next Abbar, and liv'd in the Times of Edward the Elder, 922. 
and Athelſtan; in whoſe time the Abbey was in Peace and quiet: He go- 
vern'd it for the Space of 17 Years, and dying Anno 939, was buried 
in this Monaſtery. And here it is to be obſery'd, that the Affairs of this 
Abbey till his time are ſo dark, for two Reaſons, the firſt the Ignorance 
of the Times; the ſecond, the Daniſh Diſturbances ; and 'is, I ſuppoſe, 
for this Reaſon too, that from Erkenwald till Dunſtan, who began to 
riſe in the Time of this Alfnodus, the Affairs of the See of London are 
not once mention'd, ſave that Bede takes Notice of one Maldhere in his Beds Reel 
Time: So that for near 300 Years there is only a bare Succeſſion of Names, Hit. 
without even the Times they liv'd in; much leſs, then, is it to be expec- 
ted, that this ſmall Convent, a Part of, and then in ſubjection to, that 
See, ſhould be more remark'd for its Affairs. 


ALFRIC. 


Alfricus was, upon the Death of Alfnod, plac'd over this Convent, who 939 
not ſitting long here, was remoy'd upon this Occaſion ; the Weſt-Saxons 
having been long harraſs d with Wars, the Churches had been long ſcat- 
ter d and ungovern'd ; whereupon Plegmund Atch-Biſhop of Canterbury Mat Wen 
call'd a Council, in which a Diviſion of Biſhopricks was made, and one ; 
fix'd at Credyton, now Kyrton in Devonſhire, and Merſtan plac'd over 
it Anno 905, who, ſays Hooker, ſettled at Tawton, and afterwards remo- 
ved here, but wrongly, for -he was kill'd the year after his Conſecration : 
Him ſucceeded Putta, then Eadulph, after Ethalgar, and then this eAl- 


ric; he ſucceeded in that See by Intereſt of the Benedictines, as I ſuppoſe, 


who had lately been plac'd in this See at Exeter, in a Monaſtery tound- 
cd by King Athelſtane. But here ſcems ſome Doubt of his Succeſſion, 
as well as Name; for Alfnod, the before mention'd Abbat, dying 939, 
this ſucceeded him, and fate, ſays my Author, but a few Tears; theſe by 
Compuration muſt be four Years, and the Name cither miſtaken in my

* whom he lov'd with a ſincere Love, as tho he were his Son.“ If ſo, "8

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ALDsSIivus. 
Upon the Death of Mlſinus, Aldſius, an Engliſh Man, ſucceeded by the 


general Choice of the Monks, in whoſe time the Danes invaded and {poil- 
cd England, murdering Alphege the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, and burn- 
ing and plundering all che Monaſteries in their Way. Kanute or Cnute 
likewiſe with a great Force beſieg d London in the 12th Year of his Time, 
when this Abbey, then too near a Neighbour to it was miſerably ha- 
vock d, but ſoon after reliev d by K. Edmund. This Aldſius purchas d 


for 100 Mancuſes of Gold two Houſes of King Ethelred in Berwyc ; he 


died the Year after King Edmund, viz. Anno 1017 on the 4th Kal. of 
April, having been Abbat 14 Years, 


WuLNoTE: 
After the Death of Alaſſus, which happen'd upon the Uſurpation of 


Kanute or Cnute the Dane, the Monks attempted not at ſo dangerous a 
Lee to venture upon a freſh Choice, thinking it more advifeable to 
ecure this new and foreign Monarchs Favour by ſubmitting the Election 
to him. Cnute, who was a wiſe and generous Prince, in Compariſon to 
his Country- men, ſelected to his Council many of the Clergy, and ſeem'd, 
together with his Marriage of Emma Ethelred's Widow) much to fix his 

curity upon their Intereſt. Of theſe, an Weſtminſter, the Benedictines 
were his Favourites. At which Time in this Monaſtery was a Monk of 
great Wiſdom and fine Elocution, call'd Mulnoth, to whom the King took 
an extraordinary liking ; this Man, therefore, the King recommended to 


the Man's Converſation, the King came frequently to viſit him, and con- 
ſulted him in all his Affairs, allowing him the utmoſt Freedom and Fami- 
liarity of Speech, for he was a Man of ſingular Sincerity. The King, 
upon his Account, preſented chis Church with many Reliques, of which 
ſec a Catalogue in the firſt Volume. In his Time Kanute died, and Ha- 
rold his Son, the latter of which, as is before-mention'd, was buried in 
this Abbey, and the ſame Year dug up and thrown into the Thames, be- 
ing firſt beheaded.

1068. Upon the death of Edwyn ſucceeded Galfrid, or Geoffry a Norman, 
Spocley. who came with the Conqueror from Normandy, where he had been Ab- 
bat of St. Peter de Gymeges. Of this Man remains nothing but a bad Cha- 
racter, and Account of his ill Management; for which after being cor- 
rected by William the Conqueror, and Lanfranc the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, he ſtill perſiſted in his irregular Courſes, and therefore was 
depos'd; whereupon with great Shame and Dudgeon he return d to Nor- 
mandy to his former Monaſtery. When he dy d we know not. I find this 
22 in 1072. ſigning an Inſtrument relating to the Superiority of 
Canterbury over Tork.

partly Hmony, having an Eye upon Stygand the Archbiſhop, and in great 
Meaſure to Purge and ſift the ignorance of the Engliſh Clergy, which 

at that Time indeed was very great: But chiefly by ejecting Biſhops and 


Abbats, ro make room for preterring the new come Normans ; and among

Archbiſhop; at which Synod, Mulſtan was ſummon d as a moſt illiterate 
and tooliſh Man, and unfit for the Station he held; a very Ideot unacquaint- 
cd with the French Language, and uncapable either to inſtruct the Church, 
or counſel the King; and therefore Lanfrank, by the King's Order, de- 


manded his Paſtoral Staff, and Ring; but he, unmov'd in Countenance,

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GILBERT. 
Gilbert or Giſlebert, ſurnam'd Criſpinus or Criſpin, was choſen Abbat 
upon the Death of Vitalis. This Gilbert had been formerly Monk of 


Beck Harlewyn in Normandy ; and was at the Mediation of William the 
Conqueror, the Archbiſhop Lanfrank and ſeveral Norman Nobility cho- 


ſen by the Monks of this Convent. He was a Man of great Deſcent, 
being from one of the nobleſt and ancienteſt Families in Normandy, to 


which Nobility, beſides a conſiderable Acquiſition of Learning, he had 
the added Character of a Perſon of excellent and great Piety; the Means 
of King William's Kindneſs for him, were not only in regard to his An- 
ceſtors, having been of neareſt place in Councils of the Dukes of Nor- 
mand); but William, the Father of this Gilbert, was a ſingular Favourite of 
his, of whom Malſingham makes particular mention. Our Abbat was a 
Man of excellent Learning, a ſound Theologiſt, and ready diſputant, having 
for his Inſtructer Anſelm, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury. He travell d 
while a Monk here, and improv'd himſelf by that means, viſiting the 
Univerlitics of France, ſecing Italy, Rome, and Germany ; in which Coun- 
try, at the City of Mentz,, he met with a few, excellently vers'd in the 
old Law and Hebrew Language, with whom he had a long Diſputation, 
which he afterwards reduc'd into Method and publiſh'd with this Title, 
Of the Faith of the Church againſt the Jews, dedicated to A. B. Anſelm, 
A Copy of which is in the Cotton lib. Titus D. XVI. 2. at which Time 
he was not Abbat, being ſtil'd in his Book Procurator Coenobij. He was 
ſoon after elected Abbat, and having a great reverence for the Memory 
of Edward the Confeſſor, he remov d his Body into a more eminent Place; 
the manner of which, with the Circumſtances wherein he found the Body, 
being very curious, take from Alured Rival. as follows, © There being 

(ays he) a diſpute held about this time in the Convent, concerning 
the incorruptibility of this Virgin King, the Abbat Cilbert Criſ in ap- 
pointed a Day wherein to expoſe thoſe ſacred Remains, and call d toge- 
« ther ſeveral honeſt and religious Perſons; among whom was Gun- 
© dulphus Biſhop of Rocheſter, and in the 36 Year after his Interment, they 
applied themſelves to this Tomb, and opening the Sepulcher or Tomb. 
© ſtone in which his Coffin was clos'd, there iſſued out ſuch Aromatic 
* Odours as fill'd the Church with their Fragrance: In the firſt place the 
© burial Cloths were clean and ſubſtancial, next, unfolding his Veſtments, 
© they found his under Habit, and Ornaments in the ſame Stare. They 


* trerch'd out his Arms, bent his Fingers, and found the whole Body

* ſound and flexible; they next examine the Fleſh, which was firm and 


pure as Chryſtal, whiter than Snow ; but when, after a long ſurprize, 
none durſt venture to touch his Face, the Biſhop Cundulphus laid his 
Hand upon the Forchead cloth, and ſtroking it over his Face drew it 


over his Beard, which was as white as Froſt, ſurpriz d at this, he attempt- 


ed to draw a Hair from the Beard; but that adher'd ſtrictly; for which 
being gently reprov'd by the Abbat he own'd the Fault, which ex- 
ceſs of Love occaſion'd ; after this they preſerv'd the Grave. dreſſes, and 
clothing him a new, re- inter d him.” In the time of this Abbat Mil. 
liam the Conqueror held a Council in this Monaſtery, at which Coun- 
cil, Gilbert being preſent, he with his Brothers, petition'd the King 


tor a Charter of Liberties, which the King at rhe farther Interceſſion of

Archbiſhop Lanfrank, and for the Love he bare this Gilbert (as the Words 
of the Charter are) granted. In which Prince's Time I find him at Wind-p,, Ble- 
ſor, ſigning as Witneſs to a Charter for Croyland. And in Anno 1118. he fenſisCont. 
was ſent to Theobald Earl of Blois, together with Geoffry Abbat of Croy- 1a 
land. In ſpeaking of which, take this Character of him, with the other Fe 
from Petrus Bleſenſis: Direxit & ambos Francia genitos && nutritos, 
ambos in ſeptem liberalibus artibus inſignes doctores, ſenſu celebres, ſenio re- 
verendos præfato domino meo chariſſimos, & omnibus Belgia Francis notiſſi- 
mos & amatos. I likewiſe find this Abbat viſiting the Hoſpital of St. 

ames, where is now the Palace, which of old Time was ſubject to this 
Convent, which Viſitation was the Wedneſday after St. ohn Baptiſt, Anno. . 
1100. This Ci ſlebert, after a long Life of Piety and good Deeds, died 8 4 
the ſixth Day of December, A. D. 1114 ; having governed this Church 
32 Tears. He was, ſays Fleet, of ſo great Sanctity and Humility, that no 
Prelate of that Age equall'd him. His Anniverſary was celebrated the 7th 
Day of December. His Grave was in the South Walk of the Cloyſter, at 
the Feet of the Abbar Vitalis aforeſaid, under a black Marble Stone; the 
middlemoſt of the three in the Cloyſters, with his Image upon it, as if in 
a Stone-coffin, with his Paſtoral Staff, but no Mitre; that being acquir'd 
afterwards: Round which Tomb (In eadem tumba marmorea Sculptum) was Fleet Mg. 
this Epitaph not legible in Fleer's Time, and much leſs now. in Cott. lib.

GERVAISE. 


Upon Herbert's Death, King Stephen moy'd the Convent, to make choice 
of one Gervaiſe de Bloys a Norman, and Baſtard Son of the King, 
being begotten on the Body of a Gentlewoman in Normandy, named Da- 
meta: He is likewiſe call'd Gerum by Matthew Paris. This Man, out of 
Devotion to St. Edward, endeavour'd his Canonization, and ſent one Of- 
bert de Clare, a learned Monk of this Convent, to Rome, to ſolicite it, but 
in Vain. In his Time, I find the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ſettling a Diſ- 
pute between him and one William of Winchendune, in Relation to ordain- 
ing Parſons to the Church of Winchendune. This Abbat influenc'd his Fa- 
ther to do ſeveral good Deeds for his Abbey; but then on the other Hand, 
he himſelf miſerably impoveriſh'd it, making away the Lands to his Mo- 


ther, and Relations : So that (ſays Paris) He left nothing for his Succeſſor. 


I have in the firſt Book of the former Volume given a particular Account 


of thoſe Alienations, as I find it in ancient Mis relating to this Church. 


For theſe unjuſt Proceedings, the Monks complained to the Pope, who iſ- 
ſu'd out a Bull for his re aq both his Life and Government : By which 
Writing it ſhould ſeem, that he 

Church, and had a yg, 8 to ſerve the Regalia in the ſame Manner. 
I ſuppoſe the ill Character he bore, occaſioned the Pope to refuſe his Deſire 
of canonizing St. Edward, or elſe he was himſelf fo greedy of Money, as 
to keep the prevailing Argument back. Ir plainly appears, that he was an 
unjuſt, inſolent, arbitrary Man, preſuming too much upon his Birth, and 
miſcrably oppreſſing the Monks; keeping the Tithes due to the Abbey, and 
expelling ſeveral of the Convent; exerciſing himſelf after a military Man- 
ncr, not reſiding at his Abbey, but acting as a Soldier or fine Gentleman, 
herding among Laymen, and ſlighting his own Order. Fleet ſpcaking of 
him ſays, He acted ver) becoming his Birth or Station. And Matthew 
Paris ſays, he was Clarior genere quam moribus, and charges him with miſ- 
applying his Churches Revenues, for which Reaſon (quia res loci illius Ju- 
wveniliter diſſipawit) he was depoſed, and dying Auguſt Anno Don. 1160, 
in the 6th Year of the Reign of Henry the 24, was buricd in the South 
Walk of the Cloyſter, under a little black Marble Stone (not under that great 
modern one, which Mr. Keep has ſuppos'd to be it) and at the Fect of Ab- 
bat de Humez,; it was a plain Stone, leſs at Feet then Head, and lay on 


the left Side Giſlebert's. The Epitaph on it was this.

Not long after he was in hearing a Contro- 
verſy between the Monks of St. Albans, and Biſhop of Lincoln. And 
notwithſtanding the differences between that Convent and the Abbat with 
this Latorence; yet I find him, upon ſome Exigences, eſpouſing the cauſe 
of that Abbey, and that he continued his Viſit and Familiarity there; for 
I find him on Sunday Night, in October 1166 at St. Albans,* anointing 
the Abbat Robert, then dying of the Pleuriſy ; and at his btirial with Gilbert 
Foliot, Biſhop of London.

bur one Conſtantine Fitz, Arnulf, being a hot Fiery Man, advis'd them 


to 
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to hear no Propoſals, bur inſtantly to revenge themſelves by pulling 
* down the Abbats and Baylyff's Houſes; upon which Word given, they 
all ruſh out of the City with a horrid Uproar, pulling down many 
Houles, and crying Conſtantine, the Joy of the Mountain, the Joy of 
the Mountain; God aſſiſt us and our Lord Lodowick. Berkynge upon 
this a few Days after goes into the City, ro Philip Dawbeney, one of 
the Kings Council to make complaint of theſe Injuries ; of which 
the Citizens having Intelligence, ſurrounded the Houſe, took away 
12 of the Abbat's Horſes and beat his Men unmercifully ; Dawbeney cn- 
dcavour'd, but to no Purpoſe, to pacify them, while he was intent up- 
on which, the Abbat got out at a back Door of the Houſe, and 
made his Way to the Thames; where taking Boat, he with much Dif- 
ficulty eſcap'd their Hands, who follow'd and threw Stones at him in 
great abundance. Hubert de Burgh chiet Juſtice, hearing this, came 
to the Tower and ſent for the Mayor, Ec. enquir'd into the Authors 
of this Tumult; upon which Conſtantine and two others were hang'd, 
the firſt offering 15000 Marks for his Life, but to no purpoſe: And 
then the Juſtice entering the City, after a barbarous Manner, caus'd 
the Feet or Hands of the Offenders to be cut off. Anno. 1233. This 
Berkynge and his Convent withſtood the Viſitation of the Pope, when 
he ſent to make enquiry into the Abbeys of the Benedict ines, as did the 
Abbat of Bury and others. In his Time flouriſh'd one Robert de Gras 
a Monk of this Convent, choſen Prior of Herley, a Cell ro Weſtmin- 
ſter, in the County of Bucks; afterwards Abbat of Eveſham, and 
nominated to be Biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry: Bur dy'd in Gaſ- 
cony at Ryola, before conſecration : A Diſcreet and Wiſe Man; at whoſe 
Death, (ſays Weſt.) the King griev'd exceedingly. His Anniverſary was 
obſcry'd in this Church Anno. 1242. There happen'd a Diſpute between 
this Abbat Berkynge and Robert Biſhop of Lincoln, a turbulent Man, con- 
cerning the Juriſdiction of the Church of Heſcoel; the Biſhop turning 
out the Monk who was Rector by force, and deny'd the Abbats right 
of preſenting; bur the Abbat ſtrenuouſly oppos d him, till at length the 
King interpos'd in this Difference ſo, that it was agreed that the Church 
ſhould belong to the Abbat, and the Vicarage to the Biſhop.

Paris under that 
Year. Berkynge was a great Counſellor and Favourite to this King Henry 
the 34, and 'tis not unlikely put him upon his Benefactions to this Church, 
procuring from the King their great Charter of Liberties: He is like- 
wiſe a witneſs to Magna Carta 3 and was a conſiderable Man in the State, 
being not only Privy Counſcllor to the King; but Lord Chief Baron of 
the Exchequer, and Lord Treaſurer of England: Take his Character 
from Matthew Paris, who ſays he was Vir prudens, literatus, E religioſus ; 
i. e. a Diſcreer Learned and good Man. And Matthew W:/tm. records 
him as of Pious Memory, and calls him, Vir prudens & competenter lite- 
ratus && multis moribus Decoratus, i. e. a Wiſe and Learned Man, and em- 
bliſh'd with excellent Qualifications. He much advantag'd this Church 
and cncreas'd the Revenue to the additional Income ot 300 Marks, en- 
riching it with many Preſents, and procur d many Advantages to it.

Upon Berkynge's Death, K. Henry III. having a great Reſpect for Richard 


die Crockeſley or Croſsley, Arch-Deacon of Weſtminſter, recommended him M. Paris, 

to the Monks; who fearful to diſoblige the King, as being his Favourite, 2-7';; 

and leſt he ſhould deſiſt from building their Church, elected him on the 8 

Day of St. Edmund the Archbiſhop, to which the King aſſented the 25th 1246. 

of March following. And for that his Election was on this Day, he 
built in Honour of the ſaid St. Edmund a Chappel fo call d, at the 

North Porch of the Church, which has been ſince pull'd down. And 

the R pleas d at his Fayourite's Promotion, procur'd for him the Li- 

berty, that when he celebrated Maſs in his Pontificals, he ſhould at ſinging 

Agnus Dei, give ſolemn Benediction to the People. The Year after his Elec- 

tion the King ſent him Embaſſador with J. eManſel, who was then Prior 

of Beverley, to Almaine to the Duke of Brabant, to treat of a Marriage 15. 

between Edward the Prince and the Duke's Daughter; but for ſome ſecret 

Reaſons they return d Back, having ſpent their Money and Labour to no Pur- 

poſe. In 1235 he went to the Lateran Council with Madiam Abbat of 

St. Allan s. eAnno 12.47. the King again ſent this Croſsley, rogerher with 


eManſel, upon a ſecond Embaſly to the Duke of Brabant, concerning the * 


aforeſaid Marriage, but to no Effect. 
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Anno 1249, was, a great Diſcord between this Abbat and his Convent, 
to the Scandal and Diſgrace of all black Monks, which, ſays Pars, infec- 
ted the whole Kingdom, and Religion in general; the Reaſon of which 
was by him (ct down among others in lib. additament. but the Place be- 
inz now loſt, we muſt remain in the dark. However it was made 
up at the King's interpoſing the following Year. at the Feaſt of St. 
Edward. In the fame Year, upon a Difference between the Biſhop of 
Lincoln, and the Sheriff of Rutland, on account of a benefic'd Clerk ex- 
communicated, the King procured papal Letters to reſtrain the Power 
of the Clergy, which Letters were directed to Croſsley, and dated the 7 
Id. March. The ſame Year he entertain d the Friars Predicants, then late- 
ly arriv'd in England. And about this Time Croſsley had influenc'd the 
King to grant him and his Convent ſeveral Liberties, which claſh'd with 
the Charters of London; at which the Mayor and Commonalty waited 
to intercede with the King, but were ſternly repulſs d. After this they 
went to Earl Richard, and the Earl of Leiceſter, with their Complaint, 
who ſharply rcbuk'd the King, and curs d and abus d the Abbat in ſuch 
Manner, as was a Shame, ſays Paris, to his Dignity, and a Scandal to 
repeat, and ſo the Abbat's Meaſures were fruſtrated; what they were I know 
not. Another Inſtance of this Abbat's Influence over the King was, his 
procuring Charters for the Manor of Aldenham, which, ſays Pary, this 
Monaſtery had wrongfully detain'd from the Church of St. Allans. 

The latter End of the ſame Year, viz. in Lent, Croſsley went privately 
over Sca at the King's Commands; the King intending ſhortly to follow, 
to viſit St. Edmund's Shrine at Pontiniac; and by that Means compenſate 


in ſome Meaſure for his leaning to the Legate Otho, and vexing that good 


Archbiſhop out of his Kingdom and Life; but Earl Richard oppoſing it, 
Croſsley with a View of Pride, rcſolv'd not entirely ro loſe his Labour, 
and therefore attempts to be the Pope's Chaplain, of which the King hear- 
ing, he fell into great Wrath; and from that Time Croſs/ey's Intereſt with 
him declin'd daily. | 

Croſsley, thus abroad, continued a conſiderable Time at the Court of 
Rome, at great Expence, and by his Elocution and Addreſs gain'd a 
great Influence over the Pope, and was made one of his Chaplains ; at 
which Time he endcavour'd to diſanul the Grant of Berkynge, that the 
Abbat and Convent ſhould have their Goods ſeparately : Which coming 
to the Ears of the Monks, they ſent ſeveral of them ro the King, who 
with many Tears laid their Uſage before him: To whom the King with an 
Oath anſwer'd, By G— he ſhall never have his Ends; and much enrag d, 
pauling a little, he ſpake with the urmoſt Agony, in alluſion to the Text 
of Scripture, Panitet me feciſſe hominem. 

Croſsley ſoon after comes over to England, being much involv'd with 
Debts he had contracted in his Stay there, which had been ſo long, and 
his Intereſt ſo great, that every one believ d he would continue there alto- 
gether. However, he landed in England, and thence with a large Reti- 
nue of arm'd Men came to his Convent; thinking by Force to bring 
them to a Compliance with his Meaſures. Afterwards he went to Winder, 
the Court being at that time there, where he ſang Maſs in his Pontificals 
before the King: After Service he went to pay his Duty, and produced 
many Letters of great Men abroad, to deſire him that he might have the 
ſole and ablolute Government of his 3 and reunite the E- 


ſtates thereof into one Right and Intereſt at which the King, who had 
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drank deep Averſion to him, turning a fide: Look, full of Scorn and 
paſſion, beſtow d upon him a plentiful Crowd of Names and Reproaches ; 
adding, that he had promoted him without the leaſt Merit, and unadvi- 
ſedly Fad joyn'd him in his Council: And how, ſays he, can I rely upon 
Hour Fidelity, who endeavour to oppreſs and trouble your Brothers and an- 


tient ſocial Commoners. Manſel Prior ot Beverley,a Man of great Power, and 
Croſsley's Friend, with many others, endeav our d (bur in vain) to mo- 


f derate the King's Anger, for he inſtantly diſcharg d him the Council, and 
, forbad him his Preſence, c. The Abbat, fearing further Danger, agreed to 
leave the Affair to Arbitration of Earl Richard, and John Manſel; but the Ib. 8:0: 
- FX Afiir ended not here. However, the King's Difpleaſure laſted not long at this 
height, bur abated in ſhorr time; for I find the ſame Year, that the King

Vas ſent a ſecond time to Rome with the Biſhop of Worceſter, the Elect of 
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Wincheſter, the Earl of Leiceſter, c. to mediate the Affairs between France 
and England, at that Time ripe for a War; but the King of France referr'd 
coming to Terms, till his Parliament was ended; the reſt therefore returning 
home, the Abbar went to Fance, to attend the King's Motions. Soon at- 
ter his Return, the King calls a Parliament, to whom he repeated his uſual 
Requeſt for Money, who unanimouſly refus d to raiſe him any Supplies; 
whereupon he ſends for Croſsley, and by fair and inveigling Arts, ſo infa- 
tuated the Man, that he ſer his, and the Convents Scal, to a writing Obligato- 
ry for 2500 Marks; thereby giving a Precedent for other Monaſteries, to 
be fleec'd : For Paſſeleve Arch-deacon of Lewis, a Crearure of the King's, and 
moſt avaricious Extortioner, taking this fair handle, goes to Waltham, 
(where I think he had a Scat, and lies buried) and ſhewing the Abbat's and 
Convent of Weſtminſter's Letters, requir'd that Abbats Compliance in the ſame 
Manner; but was utterly retus'd the; Abbat alledging, That gt rg 
had ſuch peculiar Obligations to the King, as might perhaps carry them 
to ſo extravagant a Compliance with his Neceſſities : But for his Part, nei- 
ether he, nor his Convent would concern themſelves with it: Thence he 
went to the Abbat of St. Albans, who anſwer'd him in the ſame manner; 
ſo that this Example of Croſsley's had not its expected Influence. This as 
it was one of the worſt, ſo was it of the laſt Actions of his Life; for the 
ſame Year, the King calling a Parliament at Oxford, Croſsſley attended; 
and was, with others, nam'd by the King to mediate the Difference between 
him and the Barons; whence attending the King to Wincheſter, he died 
of Poiſon, given to him and others of the King's Friends; as William de 
Clare, who inſtantly died, and Cillert Earl of Clare, who with the loſs 
of his Hair and Nails ſcarcely efcap'd Death. This happen'd on the 15th 
of the Kal. of Auguſt, 1258. Fleet lays the 27th of 7uly, (but falſly, as 
will appear) in the 47% Year of Henry III; aiter he had govern'd this 
Convent 12 Tears. Thus died this * Man, whoſe Life was continual 
hurry, and whoſc Station that of the higheſt; and yet, what is ſtrange, 
to think, ſo conſiderable an Actor as he was in that troubleſome Time, 
ſo little has he been remember'd, that I think, none of the Hiſtorians, ei- 
ther of this Abbey, or his Order, ſcem to have known any Thing of 
him, - mentioning barely the Time of his Election and Death; and one 
or two inconſiderable Incidents, not knowing even the Place of his Burial, 
and which, but for the eſs. of ſome of this Abbey not long after him, 


had till now remain d a Secret. He was carry d from Wincheſter, and very 


honourably (ſays Paris) buried in his Convential Church at Weſtminſter. 


The place of his Interment, was, ſays Flect, in the Old Chappel of St. EA. 
mund, near the North Door; but that Chappel being decay d, and pull'd 
down, his Body was remov'd to the Chappel of St. Nicholas, and laid 
under a little plain Stone before the middle Altar: But as i: Fate had de- 
creed the Man to have no Reſt, even in his Grave; the Body ſome Years 


after, viz. in Henry VI's Time, was taken up, upon what Occaſion

To this Year 1307, I think I may juſtly fix the Time of Mat. Weſt. 
commonly call'd Horilegus, tho ſore make him to live 1377, his Hi. 
ſtory concluding there, Sat that was continued by other Hands. He was 
a Monk here, and collected his Flowers of Hiſtory in three Books, of 
which thoſe near his own Time are Copies of Paris (tho' ſome think 
they were both oblig d ro Wendover;) Weſtm. ſeems to have taken great 
Pains in this Work; but while he treads on Paris's Heels, ſhows neither 
the Leatning, Language, nor plain open Integrity of him. He is ſaid 
likewiſe to have written a Hiſtory of Weſtminſter, and another of St. 
Eamonds-bury ; his Hiſtory is continu'd down by Merimuth to 1380. 


RICHARD SUDBERY, or de KiDiNGTON. 


Richard de Kydington was upon the Death of Wenlock, choſen, to which 
the King aſſented 23 of February following, and wrote to the Pope to con- 
firm him. Thus elected, he went to Rome, during which Vacancy, vir. 


6th of November, 1 308. the King preſented John de Modeford to the Church 


of St. Bride; four Tears after he return d; whereupon the King, by his 
Letters Patents, dated 25th of April 1311, reſtor'd him his Temporalities. 
This Abbat is by Fleet calld Sudbury, from his Birth; but I find him 
in the Deed, for his Suceſſors Confirmation, call'd of Xidington. There is no- 
thing remarkable concerning him, the troubleſome Times perhaps pre- 
venting it: He 2 the gth of April 1315. and was buried before the 
high Altar under the Pavement, where the Paſchall Wax-candle ſtood ; there 
was over him a Stone of Gray Marble, formerly plated with his Effigies 
in Pontificals ; of which Mr. Weaver makes no mention; I ſuppoſe it was fl 
defacd by Time or Injury; and at paving the Choir, entirely taken away. 
I find one William Sudbury, Monk of Weſtminſter, who wrote of the Pro- 
perties of the Saints.

The King certify'd of Xidington's Death, granted Leave for a new E- 
lection, by Letters dated April 21ſt, whereupon they choſe William 
de Curthington; call'd alſo, Carthington, and Curlington, and in an an- 


cient Writing Curtlington, to which che King aflented, by Letters dated Zune

Richard Cox (the Deanery being reſettl'd, became Dean after Tonſtall's 
remove) was born in Buckinghamhire, at a place call'd Whaddon ; edu. 
cared at Eaton, thence elected ro Cambridge 1519, and was Scholar of 
King's College there, and commenc'd Maſter of eArts; thence he re- 
mov'd to Oxford, and was made Junior Canon of the Cardinal College 
in December 1525. Hence, upon Suſpicion of Lutheraniſim, he remov d, 
and became one of the Maſters of Eaton School; here he continu'd ſome 
Years : And in 1537. commenc'd D. D. and became Arch-deacon of E- 
ly. In 1543. he was made Dean of Oſney, then newly erected a Cathe- 
dral, and upon removing that Sce to the Cathedral Church, became Dean 
there. In 1547. he was choſen Chancellor of Oxford, where his Wife 
reſided with him, the firſt Inſtance of that kind, which gave great Offence; 
of which Mr. Wood makes a fad detail; before which, viz. 1544. he was 


Preceptor to King Edruard VI. for Philoſophy, Morality, and Divinity, 
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made him one of his Privy-councel; and upon Thrilby's remove, Dean 
of this Church, and Almoner : But upon Queen Mary's coming to the 
Crown, he fled to Frankfort in Germany, where he vindicated the Engliſh 
Liturgy; in compiling which, he had a Part againſt ahn Knox and —— 
Upon Queen Zl:z,abeth's Acceſſion he came over, and was nominated for 
the Weſtminſter Conference, and ſhortly after elected to the See of Nor- 
wich, the 224 of June 1553; but the Queen's Mind changing, made Bi- 
ſhop of Eh, and conſecrated the 215 of December, 1559. Mr. Wood

Soon after this he grew a great 
Favourite of George Villars, Duke of Buckingham, who procured him to 
be made a Privy Councellor, and Dean of this Church: 1620 the Year fol- 
lowing, he was made Biſhop of Lincoln, and Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, 
and held his Dcanary In commendam. After this Preferment, he behav'd him- 
ſelt / not ſo grateful to his Benefactor as was expected: So that ſoon after, 
King Charles the Firſt's Acceſſion to the Throne, he was remoy'd, and at 
the Coronation, fer aſide from that great Office due to the Deans of Weit- 
minster.

bur upon ſome doubts of his Fidelity, or rather by ill concerted Coun- 
cills, there was another Governor ſent, and he after a great Expence, in 
a manner thruſt out; whereupon he retir'd to Penryn, where he had a 
Houle, and fortify'd that, and made it a Gariſon 2 the Parliament; 
and procuring ſome Forces from Mitton, a Parliament Colonel in thoſe 
Parts he went againſt A4berconwey Caſtle and took it from the King by Force, 
which he kept till his dying Day: After the King's Death he grew very 


melancholy, and retir'd at Night uſually to an old Chappel to pray by 
himſelf; and at laſt ended a Life of ſtrange Viciſſitude, in the Houle 


of the Lady Moſiyn at Glodded near eAbercomvey, on the 25th of 


March, 1649. 


Joun Earn. 


John Earl, born in the City of Tork, Anno. 1601. educated at Mer- 
ton College in Oxford. In 1631. became Chaplain to Philip Earl of 
Pembroke, who gave him the Rectory of Biſhopſton in Wiltſhire, and 
Chaplain and Tutor to Charles Prince of Wales. 1642. created D. D. 
and nam'd one of the Aſſembly of Divines, but refus d to ſitt with them. 
In 1643. he was made Chancellor of the Cathedral of Salubury, bur 
outed of all for his Loyalty. After the Battle of Worceſter he was at Roan 
in Normandy; made Chaplain and Clerk of the Cloſer. After the Re- 
ſtauration, Dean of this Church; and Anno. 1662. made Biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, thence tranſlated to Salzzbury, Anno. 1663. He was in his early 
Years reckon'd a 8 Poet, and in his latter an excellent Preacher, and 
throughout the whole, a moſt religious, mild, good Man: He among

ſiaſtical Policy into Latin; which laſt Writer he reſembled, in a pious, 
peaceable, and primitive Temper. He dy'd at Oxford when the King 


and Parliament were there, in the Time of the Plague, being then lodging 
in Univerſity College, on the 17th of November, 1665. and was buried 
before the high Altar in Merton College-Church, on the 25th, being at- 
tended. to his Grave from the Publick Schools, by an Herald at Arms, 
and the principal Perſons of the Court and Univerſity. 


Joun DorsBen. 


2 Dolben was born at Stanwick, in Northamptonſhire, of which his 
Father, Dr. William Dolben was Rector: He was educated at the School 
of this College, and thence elected Sudent of Chriſt Church Oxford, from 
Weſtminſter School, e Anno. Dom. 1640. aged 15 Years. Here he was 
when King Charles I. was there, and bore Arms for him, and was made firſt 
an Enſign, and afterwards a Major in the King's Army ; his Majeſty's Cauſe 
declining, and Oxford being ſurrender' d, he return d to Chriſt Church, 
and tooł the Degree of A. M. but was the Year following ejected by the 
Parliament Viſitors; he afterwards married a Niece of Dr. Gilbert Shel- 
don's, and Daughter of Ralph Sheldon lately Warden of All Souls Col- 
lege, with whom he liv'd during the Uſurpation, and aſſiſted Mr. John 


Fell, in his private Chappel. After the King's Reſtauration he was in- 


{tal'd Canon of Chriſt Church, afterwards Archdeacon of London, Clerk

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of the Cloſer to the King, and Dean of VVeftminiter, in 1662, Atter- 
wards (vir. 1666.) he — Dr. VVarner, in the See of Roche ter, 
and kept this Deanery in Commendam. Afterwards he was made Almo- 


"Vl ner to the King. And laſtiy, upon the death of Dr. Hern, Arch-biſhop 
of 7ork, he ſucceeded in that See, Anno. 1683. Laſtly, he dy'd at Bifhops-

Vas buried in the Cathedral there. 


THOMAS SPRAT. 


This Gentleman was Son of a Clergyman, born in the County of Dor- 


q ſet, in the Year 1636. His Education was in Wadham College in Ox- 


ford, of which he was afterwards Fellow; during his Reſidence here, he 


& wrote many Pieces of Poetry, of which ſome were afterwards publiſh'd ; 
and going with the Tide then, one of them was upon the death of Crom- 
ell, at the ſame time that Mr. Waller and Mr. Dryden did the fame. 
Soon after the Reſtauration, when the fine Letters were encourag'd, he began

XX to be diſtinguiſhed for the excellency of his Parts, by George Villars Duke of 
= Buckingham, who was both a Maſter and Admirer of them: By the Duke 


he was lometime entertain d as Chaplain, where he had the Happineſs to 
become acquainted with the Reſort of learned Men, who were Viſitors to 
che Duke ; and amongſt the reſt, with Mr. Coroley the Poet, whoſe Writ- 
ings in the Pindarick Way (lo call'd at that Time) he nearly imitated, in 
his excellent Poem on the Plague of Athens. This Friendſhip between 
them continu'd long, even in Mr. Cowley's Retirement at Chertſey, whither 


be frequently went to viſit him, and was one of the cheif of thoſe few 


Mr. Cowley admitted to his Leiſure; upon Mr. Cowley's death he wrote 
his Life in a very curious Stile, and is I think, the firſt Specimen he pub- 
liſh'd of Englih Proſe, to which he had then lately wholly applied him- 


& ſ{clf, and for which he was afterwards ſo juſtly admir'd : And now his Chara- 


cter every Day grew more conſiderable, and reaching the Ears of King 
Charles II. to whom Mr. Sprat was recommended by the Duke of Buck- 


iingham's means: The King, as a ſingle Inſtance of his Intentions to 
- promote him, plac'd him immediatly under his Eye, in this his Royal 


Collegiate Church of Meſtminſter, wherein he was nominated on the 224 


day of February, Anno. Dom. 1668. And very quickly after made him 


a Canon of his Royal Chappel of Windſor. Ar length he was upon Dr. 


PDolbens Advance to the Sce of Jork, Anns. 1683. made Dean of this 


Church, and ſoon after, wiz. 1684. conſecrated to the See of Rocheſter, 
Evich Liberty to hold his Deanery in commendam. Anno. 1686. he was ap-

put, convinc'd of the Illegality, he afterwards declin d acting in it. Soon 


after the Revolution he fell under the Malice of ſome wretchedly deſign-

the Royal Society, which for the Language and Manner, has been uni. 
verſally admir d: And likewiſe an Account of the Rye-houſe Plot, with 
other Pieces, in which he has univerſally acquir d the Character of the great. 


cit refiner and Maſter of our Language. He was a Gentleman of no leſs. 


Elegance of Life than Stile, which made his Converſation coveted and ad- 
mir d by our greateſt and moſt polite Men. In his Converſation he had 
an Eaſineſs like that of his Writing, which at the ſame Time rais d Reſpect 


and Love: He was a Gentleman of great Humanity, and no leſs Charity; 


the Channels of which prevented that Tide of Wealth to riſe high, which 


continually flow'd in upon him; he had a peculiar Regard to the Col. 
lege School, and was the Means of fixing Dr. Friend, the preſent Maſter 
and Ornament of it there, under whoſe happy Conduct, that Genius which 
always preſided there, and produc'd ſo great and many Ornaments of our 
Church and Kingdom, till promiſes us continual Supplies; when Stations 
in either ſhall be ready to receive them. But to return, this excellent Pre- 
late, aftcr a long Life of 77 Years, died purely of Age, on the 20th of 
May, Anno. Dom. 1713. and was buried in this Collegiate Church, in 
the Chappel dedicated to St. Nicholas; where has ſince been erected 2 
handſome and curious Monument of vein'd Marble affix d high, againſt

ed in the firſt Volume of this Work. p. 143, to which refer the Reader. 
He was ſucceded in both Honours, by Francis eAtterbury, D. D. Dean of 


Chriſt Church, a Gentleman, whoſe Controverſial and other Writings for ; 


Accuracy, Solidneſs, Strength of Argument, and Happineſs of Language, 
have made him famous, as a Church- man; and whoſe excellent Taſte of 15 
fine Letters, familiarity with ancient and modern Writers, ſublime Fancy, 
nice Judgment, elegance of Stile, and manner in Converſation, have, and 
will diſtinguiſh him throughout all the learned Part of Europe.

And firſt, of che ancient Officers in this Abbey. Among whom the 


& ABBaT, whoſe Aüthority was greateſt, requires our firſt Notice: I find 
Very little Ground to believe his Power or Character very remarkable, any

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altogether unknown to his Predeceſſors: But his ſhort ſtay gave way but for 
his Suceſſors ro add to them; which Minoth in Cnute the Danes time did, 
who (ſays one) procur'd great Privile 
ful under Edtoyn, who was Favourite of Edward the Confeſſor, who rais d 
her to her higheſt Glory; twas then that this Church and her Abbat our: 
vid any other in Dignity, being made independent ot any Epiſcopal 
Power or Viſitation, the Popes excepted; and this Milliam the Con- 
queror ſtill enlarg d. Lawrence ſometime after, attempted the Pall and Ring 
which he procur d, but left the firſt Uſe of them to his Succeſſor. In Hen. 
IIId's Time Abbat Berkyng, a great Stateſman, procur'd their great Char- 
ter of Libertics, and of Writs, and Amerciaments. Abbat Crokeſly, Lord 
Treaſurer, and his Favourite, procur'd the Power of ſolemn Benediction 
and thus by Degrees, they accumulated ſuch Honours, that in Hen 
IV's Time, Malſingham obſerves, ſpeaking of St. Albans: Ut Albanenſe 
propter Proiomartyris noſtri Albani nobile eo loci Martyrium, ſacraſque e- 
tiam ili reconditas Reliquias canobium Reliquorum ſemper princeps, . 
eſt ita poſterioribus ſæculis Weſtminſterienſe maxime eminebat. 

They generally being ncar the Court, were Favourites, and aſſiſted at 
the Births, Coronations, and laſt Anointings of ſeveral of our Princes: 
In Conventions of this Order, they generally preſided. In the Liſt of Ab- 
bars they took the ſecond Place, and were Barons in Parliament, where 
Feckenham, the laſt Abbat was the only one that fat and voted violentl 
againſt the Change of Religion in the Beginning of Qucen Elizabeth's 
Reign. As to their Power in other Caſcs, they had the return of Writs, 
Power of Amerciaments, Trial of Crimes in their Mannors, Exemption 
from Attendance on che Sheriff, or at County Courts; with all thoſe Pri- 
viledges mention d in the Beneſactions. Of their Government, may be 
ſeen a large Account in 1b. Conſuet. 


the PRIOR. 


Next the Abbat was the Prior, an Office mention'd very early in the 
Lives of the Abbats; yet I believe of no longer Standing than from the 
Time of Edgar, when he plac'd Regulars in this Church. Of which Pri- 


ors, no one has given us as yet any Account; neither the Monks of 


this Houſe, or any Writer ſince: But rather then be altogether in the Dark, 
rake this the beſt Account I can gather from Hints ſcatter d throughout 
ſeveral Writers, and diſpos d in the beſt Order I can. 


GisLEBERT CRISPIN Us afterwards Abbat, was Prior Anno. 1080. 


OsBERT de CLaRE, or Ftoc-clare, a Perſon of great Learning, who 
procured the Canonization of Edward the Confeſſor. He was Prior in 
the Times of Herbert, Cerwaiſe and Lawrence Abbats: He placed Nuns 
in the Cell of Allburn, and dy'd about Anno 1170. See of his Writings 
in the Life of Lawrence Abbat; beſides which he wrote the Lives of Sr. 
Edward St. Ethelbert, and St. Edburga. 


ALQuinus, Monk and Prior of St. Albans, fled from the Perſecution of 
the Abbat Ralph, to this Monaſtery, where he was receiv'd by Laurence, 
the Abbat, who had been his Familiar at St Albans. He continued ſome

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whoſe Buſineſs it was to look after that Province; next the Maſter of the 
Novice s; then the Cantor, who inſtructed the Nowices in Church ſinging, 
under him was another call'd the Succentor. Theſe Officers immediately 
belong'd to the Church, whoſe Duty and Inſtructions are largely cr 
down in the fourth Part, Lib. Conſuetud. of this Abbey. But we mult 
nor omit dwclling on the laſt, his Buſineſs being chiefly ro keep the 
Church clcan, and the Books, Veſtments, and Ornaments of it, and to ap- 
point the Places of burrial, alſo to provide Lights for the Church upon 
a Occaſions: which Office, giving us the ancient Face of Worſhip 
ere, I ſhall enlarge upon and mention what Lights were provided by 
him, in the Time of Henry III. | 

In the old Presbitery, i. e. the Sides of the Choir, were formerly kept 
burning ſeven Candles Day and Night; but in Abbat Ware's Time they 
burn'd bur five. One large Wax, one before the Altar; and hanging at 


that two Lamps Night and Day. One on cach Side the Altar at the 


Tombs of Queen Edith and Queen Maud on all Feſtivals, and on E- 
dith's Anniverlary there was plac'd a large Lamp before the Altar, and 
three before that which King Henry III, gave Feet to. One Lamp before 
the Altar of the holy Croſs. One before the Altar of St. Paul. One 
before a Crucifix where Devotee's went up and down Steps to kiſs it's 
Feet. One before the old Altar of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary. One 
before that of the holy Trinity. One before the Altar of St. Benedict. 
Two in the Choir at Evcning-ſong, and one at the Weſt Door of the 
Choir, four at four Corners of the Choir; and on Feſtivals he provided 
likewiſe over the great Altar three Figures of Saints, cach holding four 
Tapers, two in the right Hand and two in the left, which three Figures, 
I find elſewhere to be of the Virgin Mary, St. John, and St. Katherine. 
Round two Iron Candleſticks ſet before the Altar, were plac'd ſeven Ta- 


pers two upon (Pedones) broad footed Candleſticks, on the right Side 


the Altar, and two on the leſt, and three upon the like Candleſticks 


before the three Figures. Ar the Altar of St. Andrew, and S. Laws. 
rence, Silver Candleſticks were plac'd in the Windows over them: This 
Account will give an Idea of the ancient Face and Appearance of this 
Church; and the Worſhip in it, when dreſt'd up according to the ſhowy 
Devotion of thoſe Times. 

He likcwiſc provided Lights for the Chappel of St. Katherine, then 
the ſecond in the Church, of a large extent and us'd in moſt Conſecra- 
tions of Biſhops, Convention of Councils, c. but now demoliſh'd, 
vid. four Tapers upon every Feſtival, on the Altar there, becauſe it was 
the ſecond Altar in the Church. 

Another Officer peculiar to this Church, was the Keeper of the Altar 
of the Virgin Mar); an Officer appointed here before King Henry III. 
rebuilt her Chappel ; the firſt Officer I find was Ralph de Glouceſter, the 
next was John de St. Paul, Prieſt; and next Richard Croſsley, aftcr- 
wards Abbat: This Officer was choſen always in the Veſtry by the Chap- 
ter, In his Charge (beſides much Plate and Jewels) was kept the mira- 
culous Zone or Girdle of the Virgin Mary, of ſo great Virtue to for— 
ward Conception, that while Croſsley held this Place, he was ſent for and 
order'd to attend upon the Queen Elianor with it for that Pur poſe, while 
ſhe was in Ga{coiny. This Keeper's Buſineſs likewiſe was to fee the lights 
kept in, and provided for the Lady Chappel, vic, on the ATAY

& Gardener: this Place of Cellerer was of a great Account, and generally 


one of the moſt eminent Monks held it; he had likewiſe under Cellerers, 
as Cellerarius curia, and Cellerarins _— c. from which I find him 


diſtinguiſh'd by the Title of Magnus Cellerarius. 

Next was the Chamberlain (Camerarius) who had the Care and Managc- 
ment of the Beds and Lodging of the Monks, and had under him Ser- 
vants or Aſſiſtants. I find one John Fitz, John, ordering by his Will, 
that the Cellerer give to the under Officers (Secretario Cameri) one Gal- 
lon of Wine on 15 Feſtivals. 


The (Veſtiarius) is by ſome rekon'd the ſame Office with the former; 


I but here I find it diſtinct, his Buſineſs was to 2 Cloathing and Shoes 
for the Monks; and he had the Care of the

part near the Abbey, call'd formerly the Almonry, and now corruptly 


Ihe Ambrey. 

FBeſides chele were the Subſacrita, the Subcellerarins, the Porter of the 

Convent, Ic. The particular Buſineſs, Employment, and Power of all 
which Officers, may be ſeen at large in the fourth Parr of the Ancient Conſti- 

utions of this Abbey; theſe principal Officers had chiefly their ſeperate Lodg- 


ings and Offices on the South and Eaſt Side the Cloyſters. Thus have I 


given a ſhort Account of the ancient Government of, and Officers relating 
to this Abbey; I ſhall cloſe up this Account with a Liſt of Anniverſary's, 
us d here in the Time of Henry III. as I collected it out of the ancient 
Bock of Anniycrſary's, and have diſpos d it in the Method of a Kalender.

CHAP. IL 
Of the CoRoNAaTIiONS. 


H Coronation of our Kings, doing no ſmall Honour to 
b chis Place; it will not be improper here to take Notice of 
i this great Ceremony: How long ſhe has laid claim to it, has 
2 2 been diſputed by ſome, who make Offa the great, the firſt 
who endow'd her with this Honour: But theſe being only 
Monks here, are not to be rely'd on, eſpecially in a Falſhood ſo very e- 
vident; for it is certain, that Xing ſton upon Thames, or Wincheſter were 
the chief Places for crowning the Saxon Monarchs; nor do we know of 
any King crown'd here, till William the Conqueror, for Harold's Coro- 
nation is doubtful. But nothing is more plain, than that Edward the 
Confeſſor was the firſt who fix d that Uſage inthis Church, and preſented the 
Veſtments and Regalia, in which he himſelf was crown'd for that Purpoſe; 
of which I find an ancient Catalogue in a eſs. in the Cotton Library 
of Fporley, before quoted ,vig. Tunica, Supertunica, armilla, an embroider'd 
Pall, a Pair of Buskins, a Pair of Sandals or Slippers, a golden Scepter, 
one wooden Staff or Rod gilt, (igneam virgam deauratam) and another 
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Iron one, one gold Crown (coronam optimam) one golden Comb and 
Spoon: Alſo for the Queen's Coronation a Crown and two Rods; alſo + 
tor the Communion on that Day, one Chalice of Onix bound round, 
wich a Paten of pure Gold; quæ omnia Reliquits precioſis habeantur, of 
theſe we ſhall treat hereafter. | 

We have but few Inſtances of Coronations elſewhere, but upon extra- 
ordinary Occaſions ; as Henry the 3d was crown'd at Glouceſter, quoniam Krighton 
Heſtmonaſterium ubi locus eſt ex conſuetudine regia coronatione deputatus, ad An. 
& conſecrationi, tunc ab inimicis ſuis ſuit obſeſſum; which are the very Nat West. 
Words likewiſe of Mattheto Meſtm. ſed in anno quarto ſequenti apud Wet 277 
monaſterium, eſt iterum coronatus : Yet afterwards when Henry 34's Son . 
was crown'd at Wincheſter, they made heavy complaint of it, as a high 191 
Breach of Priviledge: And when Henry 3d. was crown'd at Worceſter, that 
Day the Abbat of Meſtminſter, and the Prior of Canterbury appeal'd to 
Rome for the Liberties of their Churches; the firſt for the Place ſake, the 
latter for the Arch-biſhop' Right of crowning. 

Additional to the Honour, were theſe Ad vantages to the Church, 
viz, the Offerings made to St. Edtuard, the Hangings, the Throne, c. 
to which add the Precentors Fee which was one Mark of Gold, Precentor Cause. 
Meſtmon. habet unam markam auri in die quo, rex portat coronam apud Hen. III. 
Weſtmonaſter. and the Convent 100 Symmels, and one modicum vini, on 
as appears by the aforeſaid Charter. 

The particular Ornaments, which have been us'd on this Occaſion , and 
the varying of tnem were as follows :

But in his Son's Coronation, I find no mention made 


ot any other us'd, than St. Edward's, which he gave to Gaveſton to car- 
J. In Richard the Seconds time were many Crowns, and it is one of 


the Articles againſt him that he carried the Crowns and Regalia into Ireland. 
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Henry the IVth, when dying, ordered the imperial Crown to be ſet by his 
Bedſide, which his Son Henry the Vth, thinking him dead, took by way of 
poſſeſſion: Theſe were low Coronets, radiated and mixt with Flower-de-luces 
or Leaves. Henry VI. was the firſt that had the Diadem arch'd, which 
ſtill continues: This imperial arch'd Diadem was that which Richard III. 
for greater Security carried with him to Boſerorth, and which being found 
in a Thorn, was plac'd on Henry VII's Head. Thele Diadems ſcem to 
have been different ones, but the ancient imperial Diadem was that 
which was preſerv'd in the Abbey, and ſaid to be King eAlfreds, as Sir 
John Spelman, inthe Life of that Prince informs us. In the arch'd Room in 
the Cloyſters of wc ron eee where the ancient Regalia of this King- 
dom are kept; upon a Box (which is the Cabinet to the ancienteſt Crown) 
there is (as I am inform'd) an Inſcription to this Purpole ; Hac eſt prin- 
cipalior corona, cum qua coronabantur Reges Ælfredus, Edvardus, &'c. and 
the Crown, which were worthy obſerving, is of ancientWork with Flowers, 
adorn'd with Stones of ſomewhat a plain ſetting. * Here it continu'd till 
the Grand Rebellion; when Anno. 1642, Harry Martin, being com- 
miſſion'd by the Parliament, broke open the Cheſt, which was Iron; too 
it thence and fold it with the Robes, Sword, and Sccpter oi Sr. Für ard 
and other Regalia. After the Reſtauration, King Charles II. had one mn 4.1. 
like it, it is very richly embeliſh'd with Pearls, and Diamonds, Rubies, c. 
with a Mound and Croſs at top; it has four Flo:1c-de-luces and four 
Croſſes on a Rim of Gold, ſet with Jewels, and the Cap is of purple Velvet, 
turn d up with Ermines; This is preſcrv'd in the Tower of London: The 
Story of Blood's ſtealing it is known. 

Therc is likewiſe a Crown of State, and others occaſional made, kept 
with it, 

The next is the Scepter, a very ancient Enſign of Kingly Power, both 
among the Greeks and Romans, by which they ſwore in the moſt ſolemn 
Manner, which Homer calls <raipor the great Oath. It among the Fervs 
ſuppoſes Kingly Government; it has been in all Ages and Places an En- 
ſign of Power; and Spiritually alludes to its being a Weapon to oppoſe 
the Wicked and protect the Good; this of St. Edward was deſtroy'd 
with the reſt. The preſent Scepter is of Gold, the Handle plain, and 
the upper part wreath'd ; in length two Foot nine Inches and a quarter, 
and of the ſame Thickneſs as the former: The Pomel at the Bottom en- 
rich'd with Rubies and Emeralds, and ſmall Diamonds; the Top riſeth 
into a Flawer-de-luce with fix Leaves, whereof three arc upright, and the 
other three hanging down; all cnrich'd with precious Stones: Out of the 
ſame Florwer-de-luce iflucth a Mound, made of an Amethyſt, garniſh'd 
with Table Diamonds; and upon the Mound, a Croſs wholly cover'd with 


precious Stones, with a large Table Diamond in the Centre.

The Scepter with the Dove was Edward the Confeſſor's, as exhibited 


in his Scal; I find it firſt diſtinguiſh'd at the Coronation of Richard I. tho 
it is mark'd on the Seal of Henry I. this ſignifies Mercy and Clemency : 
It was us'd by Stephen and Henry II. on their Scals, but omitted on that 
of Richard I. Richard II. he aſſum'd it on his Seal, tor St Edward was 
his Patron, and Edcard IV. usd it in Regard to him: Richard II. usd 
it too; this Scepter was deſtroy'd with the reſt. The preſent on made at 
the Reſtauration is of Gold, in length three Foot (even Inches, and three 
Inches in Circumfercnce at the Handle, and two Inches and a quarrer a- 
bout the Top: The Pomel garniſh'd with a Circle or Fillet of Table Dix 
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monds, and in ſeveral Places with precious Stones of all Sorts; and the 
Mound at the Top embelliſh'd with a Band or Filler of Roſe Diamonds; 
upon the Mound is a ſmall Jeruſalem Croſs, whereon is fix Va Dove, 
wich Wings expanded. | | 

There have been divers other Scepters, if we conjecture from the Seals, 
as with Flower-de-luces by Henry II. Lillies by Richard I. and Fohn, &c. 
as likewiſe the Hand of Juſtice and Clemency us d by Edward III. being 
a Rod of Ivory, with an Ivory Hand at top expanded. 

The Queen's Scepter with the Croſs, alſo of Gold, adorn'd with Dia- Ib. 


monds and other precious Stones; is in length two Foot ten Inches, with 


aA Mound and Croſs at the Top, iſſuing out of a Flotber- de- luce; very 


like the King's, in all the Embelliſhments thereof, only ſmaller, and not 
wreath'd, nor altogether ſo thick. ” 

The Queen's Ivory Rod has been an ancient Ornament, as appears by 1. 
the Scal of Elianor Queen to Edward I. that ar preſent is a Rod or Scep- 
ter of white Ivory; in length three Foot one Inch and halt, whereof the 
E Pomel and Garniture is Gold; as is alſo the Mound and Croſs at the 


© Top, only the Dove at the Top of the Croſs is ennamelled with White; 


the Circumference at the Bottom about two Inches, and at the Top about 
an Inch and half: The Mound or Globe with the Croſs is another an- 
cient Ornament ſignifying Royal Dignity, and is on all Scals from EA- 
- ward the Confeſſor downward ; the preſent one was made with the 
reſt. | 
St. Edward's Staff is in Length four Foot ſeven Inches and an half, it is Sandford. 
a Staff or Scepter of Gold, with a Pike or Foot of Steel, about four Inches 
and a quarter in length; and a Mound and Croſs at the Top: Thc Gar- 
niſhings are alſo of Gold, and the Diameter is about three quarters of an 
Inch. 
The Eagle of Gold is a curious Piece of Antiquity, it contains the 
Oil with which our Kings were anointed; of which take the following Le- 
gend, St. Thomas Becket being at Sens in France, the holy Virgin appcar'd 
ro Thomas Becket, then in Exile at Sens in France, and gave him a Stone- 
veſſel of Oil enclos'd in a Golden -Eagle, which Veſſel is call'd in ſome 


Ms. eAmpulla, and bid him give it ro William a Monk, to carry to Pic-

= tavia and hide it in St. Gregory's Church under a great Stone, where 


it ſhould be found for the Ule of proſperous Kings; this was by a holy 
4 Man in France given to Henry III. Duke of Lancaſter in Edward III's 
Time. Richard II. found it among ſome Jewels and endeavour'd to be 
anointed with it but was diſuaded by Arch-biſhop Arundel, which Arch- 
biſhop afterwards anointed Henry IV. with it. There is a long Diſcourſe 

in the Cotton Library, concerning this eAmpulla of Oil. 

The Spoon I take to be that St. Edward gave, it is likewiſe of Pure Gold, Virellius. 

© with four Pearls in the broadeſt Place of the Handle, and the Bowl of the EI. 14.

Depth 18, at nine Inches from the Ground is a bottom Board, ſupport-

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CHAT. III. 
Of the SANCTUARY. 


HE peculiar Regard which all Nations have paid to Places 
of religious Worſhip, firſt directed Criminals or Perſons o- 
therwiſe unhappy in their Circumſtances to ſhelter them- 
Tha ſelves there, as under the Protection of the preſiding Deity. 
At length what Religion firſt prompted, Policy eſtabliſh'd, 


and it was thought convenient to encourage ſuch Securities and ſecures 


the Awe of Religion by temporal Puniſhments; and therefore ſome of the 
greateſt Founders of Empire erected Buildings to that Purpoſe, of which the 
Epheſians were the firſt ; and Cadmus who founded Thebes, afterwards Her- 
cules ordain'd that the Temple of Pity at Athens ſhould be an Aſylum, 
and Herodian obſerves, that in Egypt there remain'd in his Time a Tem- 
ple ſacred to Hercules, from whence it was Sacriledge to force any Perſon, 
which the Word cw f1gnifies ; and ſometimes, tho' there was no Tem- 


ple crected, yet the Place being ſacred to any Deity was equally ſecure; 


thus the City of Trezene was inviolable, for that the Ifland of Caluria, in 
which it ſtood, was dedicated to Neptune, as alluding to the Security the 
Sea gave them; other Places of Refuge we find mention'd, as ſeveral in E. 
Opt ſacred to Ofyri, and in Syria to eApollo, and in Cyprus eAerias e- 


rected one to Venus Paphia, his Son Amathus to Venus Amathuſia, and 


mulus, to people his Eſtabliſhment, made his Aſylum between two Woods 
before building the City of Rome, of which Virgil, lucum ingentem quem 
Romulus acer Aſylum retulit : And this was a Recourſe ot all the Out- caſts 
of the Earth, where he likewiſe erected a Temple to Pity ; and from this 
political, rather than religious View, began the greateſt of Empires, which 
being eſtabliſh'd, ſuch religious Places and Temples were ſet apart by the 
Senate for this Purpoſe ; which only, and no others, were Secure: Thus 
the Ahlum Funonis in Virgil; and afterwards great Men indulg'd ſuch 


particular Places with thoſe Privileges as they thought proper: Thus L. 


ther 


Teucer, Jovi Talaminio, whichwere likewiſe ſuch, with many others. Ro- 


Scipio and L. Sylla after their Conqueſts, the one of Antiochus and the o- 
E 
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ther of Mithridates, made the Temple of Diana Leucophrine an Aly- 
lum; and Cæſar the Temple of Fupiter among the eAphrodiſians, and of 
Trivia among the Stratomans tor their withſtanding the Parthians, c. 
Polydore Virgil, who of the Original of moſt things takes the leaſt Notice 
of this, unluckily enough tells us that the Chriſtians copy'd from Romulus 
and not from the Moſaick Inſtitution. I muſt own a very unhappy Origi- 
nal, but if you'll compare the Character Tacitus gives of the former, and 
that very juſt one the Uſurper Richard gives of the latter, you muſt own 
the Copy cxtreamly like the Original. Tacituss Words are theſe: Creſce- 
bant enim Gracas per urbes.

Nec ullum ſatis validum imperium erat coercendis ſeditioni- 
bus popult, flagitia hominum ut cærimonias deum hey, That they were 
unlike the Moſaick Inſtitution is too evident, for the Cities of Refuge a- 
mong the fervs were only ſer apart for unhappy Perſons, who had ac- 
cidentally thcd Blood, where the Umbrage of the Lewites ſhelter'd them, 
and thc time limited was that of the high Prieſt's Life; but if it was wil- 
ful Murder, then the Avenger of Blood was to take them thence : And in 
other Caſes, or in different Places, there was no other Security: Thus Foab 
was flain when he held the Horns of the Altar, which was authoriz'd by 
God himſelf; © it a Man come preſumptuouſly upon his Neighbour to fla 
him with Guile, thou ſhalt take him from mine Altar that he ſhall die,” 
and eAthalia was lead out of the Temple to reccive the Rewards of her 
Treaſon ; which plainly ſhew, that the moſt ſacred Place was no Security 
tor thoſe who ſcandaliz'd the Religion worſhip'd there. | 
Having ſhewn the original and nature of theſe Securities among the 
Heathens and Fetus, let us next take a View of the Chriſtian Sanctuary, 
and particularly in England, in which ſeting aſide the fabulous Stories of 
Malmutius, (hose Laws call'd the Malmucine, ſay's Brompton, continu'd 
to the time of St, Edward) and Luciuss Privileges, tho' the latter gain'd 
ſo much Credit, that Dr. Goodman Dean of this Church alledg'd in Par- 
liament, the Privilege in Weſtminſter deriv'd from him: And come to the 
$axon Laus tor ſccuring theſe Aſylums; and firſt, we ſhall find in the 
Laws of Ina, King of the Weſt Saxons, a Proviſion for ſuch as fled to 
Churches; likewiſe the Laws of Alured, Ec. are full of ſuch Securities. 
Theſe Sanctuaries generally included the Church Yard, the Parſon or Vicar's 
Houſe or Court-yard ; as ſome of the Greek Princes granted Sanctuary 
two Miles round their Temples, in proceſs of Time theſe Privileg 
were particularly, and in a larger manner ſecur'd to ſome Places where 
the Church contain'd the Bodics of Saints, to which whoever fled 
and touch'd them were ſecure from Violence; thus Athelſtane granted 
them to the Church of Beverly, ſo in the Church of Haguſtald; and 
Matthew Paris mentions St. Edmunds-bury, and St. Albans as an- 
cient Sanctuaries ſuperiour to others in his tuns; but afterwards ſeveral 
other Places procurd to their Churches tlie ſame Privilege; for not 
long after, that of St. Martins: le-Crand in London was inviolable; and at 
the reſtraining theſe Cuſtoms by the Act of Henry VIII. we find thoſe of 
Wells, Weſtminſter, Mancheiter, Northampton, Norwich, Jork, Derby, 


and Launceſton. 


Tacte Privileges, if infring'd, were look'd upon as Acts of the higheſt 


Sacrilege, and when the Hiſtorians would repreſent an Enemy to

his charge as a main Article of Tiranny, and when Hubert de 

Burgh Earl of Kent eſcap'd Priſon and fled to Sanctuary the King was Ib. n. 388. 
ſeverely cenſur d for ſuffering him 'to be forc'd thence and carricd back, 

and the Biſhop of Salisbury excommunicated all that were concern'd in 

that Action; many more Inſtances might be given to prove that theſe 
Violations never were but by Arbitrary Princes, or an unruly Rabble . of 

the firſt the Inſtance of Arch-biſhop Beckets murder is ſufficient, as was 

the voluntary Penance of the King, and the wretched End of the Aſſaſ- 


fins of the latter, the Inſtances of Arch-biſhop Sudbury dragg'd from the 
couth Biſhop of Saliobury taken from the Chappel of Edenden, and mur- 
der'd by his Tenants. I could give other Inſtances, but refer them till we 
come to ſpeak of this Sanctuary in particular; but it is not to be omitted, 
that memorable Regard Edward IV. paid to Religion, who, after the 


Church, whither they had fled tor Sanctuary, with his Sword drawn, was 


Theſe extraordinary Advantages continued till the time of Henry VII. 


Firſt, That if any Perſon, regiſter'd as a Sanctuary Man, ſhould ſally 


Secondly, That notwithſtanding the Perſon of a Sanctuary Man was 
protected from his Creditors ; yet his Goods our of the Sanctuary ſhould 
lie open to Seiſure and Law. 

Thirdly, That if any Perſon took Sanctuary for Treaſon, rhe King 


might appoint him Keepers to prevent his Eſcape. 


n the time of Henry VIII. this Privilege was again regulated, for 
by Act of Parliament in his 32d Year, all Sanctuaries except Pariſh | 
Churcnes, Church-yards, Cathedral Churches, Hoſpitals, and Collegiate 
Churches, and Chappels deſign'd to Churches, were taken away; but

vith this Exception, vir. Wells, Weſtminſter, Mancheſter, Northampton, 
Norcoich, Tork, Derby, and Launcefton, which were ſtill to enjoy their

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ancient Privilezcs; and ſoon after Mancheſter was diſlolv'd, and Wet

Cheſter appointed in the Room of it. But this Safety extended not to 
any Perſons, who were guilty of wiltul Murder, Rape, Burglary, High- 
Way, Houſc-breaking, or Treaſon; and in other Caſes this Privilege was 


allow'd but for 40 Days; and then the Coroner ſhould cauſe chem to 


abjure the Realm. As ro Number, no Place might ſhelter more than 20

Perſons at one time; and if the Sanctuary, upon any Perſon's entering his 
Name, was full, yet nevertheleſs he ſhould be skrcend from Arreſt, and

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5% Hen- the Magiſtrate ſhould paſs him from Place to Place, till he came to the next. 


As for ſuch as were admitted, it was provided by a former Act that they 
ſhould wear Badges, and if found out of the Bounds without one, to 
torteir the Privileges. Such Perſons likewiſe were not ſuffer'd to carry a 
Sword, Knite, or other Weapon, except a Whittle for Diet, and then on- 
ly at Meals. Their Hours likewiſe were limited, for if they were abroad 
before Sun-rifing, or after Sun-ſerting, they were for the firſt time im- 
riſon'd in the Sanctuary two Days, for the ſecond fix Days, and for the 
third to loſe the Privilege: But avoiding theſe they were fate by an Act 
of Richard II. That whoever arreſted any Perſon within the Limits of 
Sanctuaries, ſhould be impriſon d during the King's Pleaſure. 

Thus have I rouch'd ſlightly, as much as this Work would permit, on 
Sanctuaries in general: Now to this particular one, which ſay its old 
Writers was the ancienteſt, and made by Lucius, into which Error Dr. 
Goodman fell; but I believe Edward the Confeſſor was the firſt that pro- 
cur'd any Privileges that Way, more than what other Churches had; 
and this appears by the Bull of Pope Leo, and his own Charter, which 
limits it; and this was ſo ſtrictly preſerv'd, that we have not one Inſtance 
of injury offer'd it till the Time of Richard II. when the Caſe of Hacule 
and Schakel made ſuch a Noiſe in the Land; of the firſt, who lies in the 
South Croſs, mention has been made already; I ſhall here add what 
was the Conſequence of that barbarous Aſſaſſination : Hawle's being mur- 
der'd in the Choir was inſtantly complain'd of to the Biſhop of Lon- 
dn, by this Convent, who inſtantly excommunicated all concern'd in it, 
except the King, his Mother, and John Duke of Lancaſter, and the 
Matter was ſo aggravated in Parliament by the Biſhop, that Schakel 
was reſtor d to Sanctuary, and ſoon after to the King's Favour. The 
next Inſtance was in the Caſe of Treſilian the Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
King's Bench; who in the ſame Reign had taken Sanctuary here, (and 
I think I have ſomewhere read, ir was at an Apothecary's over the Gatc- 
way to it) he was dragg'd hence by the diſcontented Lords and hang'd at 
Tyburn the fame Day; but upon this the Abbat made ſuch Complaint, 
that Thomas of Woodſtock Duke of Glouceſter, and Sir John Cobham, for 
Violence done to Sanctuary, askd the Abbat's Pardon and Abſoluti-

Woodſtock Duke of Glouceſter, a Woman of no extraordinary Character, 
tho' I think, Mr. Fox has made a Confeſſor of her in his Kalen- 


der, fled hither, but being charg'd with Witchcraft and high Treaſon, . 


could not reach the Privilege: Her End is generally known. 

Anno. 29 of the ſame Reign, the Abbat of Weſtminſter exhibited a 
Bill againſt che Sheriff of London, for drawing a Privilege Perſon out of 
the Sanctuary of St. Martins in London, A to this Church. 


In the ſame Reign, the Lord Sa took Water privily at the Tower, 


to take Sanctuary here, there were three in the Boat, and a Woman 
who diſcover d him, they murder'd and threw him over-board ; and his 
Body was thrown up by St. Mary Overies, and I think buricd there. 

Thomas Barret Eſq; a famous Wariour in France, under the Duke of 
Bedford, took Sanctuary at this Church, and was taken thence and 
hewn to picces abour the ſame Time, 

Airer the famous Battle of Barnet, John Lord Wells took Sanctuary 
here, but was entic'd thence by Edward IV. and bcheaded.

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Aſter Queen Higabeth came to the Crown, this Sanctuary till con- 
nud; but was brought under Regulation, and an Oath adminiſter'd 
to ſuch as ſhould claim it, to this Purpoſe: Firſt, That they claim' d it 
not for Fraud, but only for Safety, till they could pay their Debts. 
Secondly, That they ſhould give an Account of all their Debts and their 
Effects, and ſhew how they came behind Hand. Thirdly, That tho 
they were not able to fatisty their Creditors, yet they would labour by 
all Means to do it as ſoon as poſſible. Fourthly, That they ſhould at- 
tend daily Prayers Morning and Evening in the Collegiate Church. 
Fiſthly, That they ſhould behave themſelves honeſtly and quietly, and a- 
void all ſuſpected Houſes, unlawtull Games, and lewd Company. Siæthi). 
That they ſhould wear no Weapon, nor be out of their Lodging before 
Sun-rifing or after Sun-ſct, nor go out of che Precinct without the Dean's 
Leave, it preſent, or the Arch-deacon's in his Abſence. Sewventhly, That 
they ſhould be obedient to Mr. Dean, the Arch-deacon, and other Officers 
during their Stay. Eighthly, That it they infringe the Articles afore- 
ſaid, or be diſcover'd of making a falſe Certificate, that notwithſtand- 
ing their Admiſſion to Sanctuary, they ſhould claim no Privilege of 
it. 
The Manner at that Time of their Admiſſion (ſays Stow) was thus: 
Firſt the Arch- deacon was to declare to them, what a Danger it was 


before God to defraud any Man wittingly of his Goods; the which 


Was againſt his Laws, which willed every Man to pay, laying Reddite 


033535915, i. c. Render to all Men. And alſo againſt the Law of Nature, 
which ſaitn, Hoc facias alteri, Cc. i. e. Do that to another which you 
would have another do to you : And what a Rebuke it was to any Man to 
claim Sanctuary, and a Diſcredit to his Occupying for ever; and to adviſe 
him therefore to remember theſe Premiſes, and to return before he were 
known openly. 

Then after this, Knowledge ſhould be given to their Creditors of them 
that were inthe ſaid Sanctuary; or elſe, if 45 came unſent for, immediate- 
ly the ſaid Sanctuary-men ſhould be call'd before the ſaid Dean and 
Arch- deacon to hear their Demands; and if any of the ſaid Creditors 
could certainly prove, that the ſaid Privilege Men had brought in with 
them Money or Wares, they ſhould be ſatify'd thereof preſently. 

And if the Creditors did lay unto their Charge, that they had more Mo- 


ney, Debts, and Wares, than they would confeſs; ſtraitway they ſhould be 


committed to Ward for a certain Time, to make them confeſs the Truth 
of the ſame, if ir might be; and thereupon to make an End. 

And then, if they could not make them confeſs more than was before 
confeſs d, to travail from Time to Time, ro make them agree; and if 
any of them would not be order'd accordingly, then to puniſh him. 

And finally, if it were poſſible for them, to bring in ſome honeſt Per- 
ſons to juſtity of their Decay. 

This was then the Uſage here, and the Privilege was upon theſe Con- 
ditions preſerv'd, as appears in the Caſe of Hampton and Whitaker, who 
betook themſelves here tor Debts, and the Opinion of Judge Dyer and 
Honthcot in the Star-chamber confirm'd it to them: But not long after 
an Attempt was made in Parliament to take it away, as appears by the 
Journal, as follows, vi. Monday 7th October, 8th Elizabeth, A Motion 
was made in the Houlc to take away Sanctuary for Debt, that of Meſt- 
minſter not excepted; upon which Dr. Goodman, then Dean, alledg'd the 
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Exemption of his Church; whereupon a Day was appointed to hear him 


on Fryday following, at nine of the Clock, and to attend with Coun- 


cil to ſhew Cauſe why it ſhould be excepted. 

Thurſday 10th following, upon Motion made by Mr. Dean, he was 
allow'd further rime, till Wedneſday the 16th following. 

Wedneſday the 16th following, the Dean finally appear'd with Council, 
viz. Mr. Edward Plowden ot the middle Temple, and Mr. Ford a 
Civilian ; the Dean himſelf made an Oration in Defence of it, and al- 
ledg d divers Charters from King Lucius and other Chriſtian Kings; and 
Mr. Plowden alledg'd King Edward's Grant, dated Anno. 1066. with 
great Reaſons in Law and Chronicle ; and Mr. Ford alledg'd from di- 
vers Chronicles and Stories in Law, whereupon the Bill was commit- 


ted to the Maſter of the Rolls and others to conſider theſe Reaſons, and 
peruſe the Grants, &c. 


Thurſday, 3 l ſt October, the Maſter of the Rolls made his Report, and 
the Houſe ordered the Bill to be engroſs d. 


Wedneſday, ath December, the Bill was read a third time, and daſh'd up- 
on a Diviſion of the Houſe 60 againſt 71. 

The Places thus privileg d formerly, are known by the Name of the 
broad, or great, and little, Sanctuary, the former lying open to St. Mar- 


garet's Church Yard, and the little Sanctuary comes into Kings. ſtreat near 
St. Margaret's Church.

Of the modern State of this CHURCH. 
N the former Part of this Work, we brought the Hiſtory of 


W this Church down to the Suppreſſion of the Convent, which 
happen d in the Year 1579. when on the 16th Day of Fan. 
in that Year, William Benſon, together with ſcyenteen Monks, 
7% ſurrender'd it into the King's Hands, at which time ſhe had ac- 
quir'd ſuperior Wealth to any other in England; the Plate, Jewels, and 
Veſtments, and Offerings to St. Edward, muſt needs have amounted to im- 
menſe Value, if we may judge by the Eſtimation of them, even many Years 
before; for ſetting aſide the Preſents and Gifts of Offa, Canute, Ed- 


ward the Confeſſor, and William the Conqueror: Matthew Weſtm. tells 


us, that Henry III. gave this Church donaria Regal ia, vel potius imperia- "POR 


lia in palli, gemmu & vaſis mirifics que oculos intuentium in admiratio- 
nem, & corda moverunt ad ſiuporem, ita ut inter omnes eccleſias ciſalpinas, 
&, fe fas eſt dicere, tranſalpinas eccleſia why ay, 0 theſauro Regali copio- 
Ja abundaret ; and in another Place, that he made a Golden Feretery for 
St. Edward, and offer'd it, vaſa cariſſma impretiabilia, & admiratione 
aigna, cum gemmu & ſericis pannis praclara. Atterwards Edward pre- 
ſented the Scotiſh Regalia; Edward II. Plate of great Value, and the 
to ſucceeding Princes were profuſely liberal in Prefenes of that Nature; 
and laſtly, Henry VII. ſtill added; beſides which, was the Plate of Abbat 
Langham, and others: Of this Plate and theſe Veſtments I have as yet met 


with 
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with no Inventory; but in aſs. in the Cotton Library of Church 
Place deliverd ro Henry VIII. I find mention d a fair Monſtrance of 
Silver gilt, parcel of the Stuff that came from Weſtminſter, weighing four. 
core and ten Ounces; and even the Veſtments Langham gave were worth 
4371: 3s. 4d. of which one colt 100 Marks; and his Gifts in all were 
worth 39541. 13s. 14. to which add thoſe of Littlington: Other Parti- 
culars I find not, but this ſhews plainly, that he ſeiz d the Treaſury of 
this Church promiſcuouſly with others. As for her Poſſeſſions, which were 
very large, of which moſt have been mention d, and others were after- 
wards given by Edward III. Richard II. and Henry VI. Cc. they would 
require too much Space for this Work to particularize : The Roll in the 
Augmentation Office being a very large one, I ſhall, in the beſt Manner 
I can, give a ſhort Summary of ſuch Particulars as may raiſe an Idea of 
them, in their modern Names; thoſe in the Charters being before exact- 
ly copy'd in the Bencfactions, of which although ſome were ſold or ex- 
chang d for others, yet {till the Value of them continu'd to the Church; 
they were as follows:

Burnham in Bucks ; Peckeworth, Sudbury, Thorp, in Suffolk; Periford, Per- 
ton, Derhurſt, Perſore, Sutton, Morton-hendmerſh, e Mortonfolet, two 
Mannors of Landon, and of Chadleigh, and of Hardwyck, and the Hamlets of 
Mallton, eApperley, Whit field, Trinly cors, and Hauregge in GlouceSterſhire ; 
Merton, Batterſea, Wandſworth, Chillington in Surrey; Land at Leſneſs, 
Mannors of Weiterham, Edulnebruge and Lodenham in Kent; 1ſlp, Lang- 
ton, and Feriam in Oxforſhire, Roceland in Hampſhire ; Land in the Pariſh 
of Windſor, Ledcomb regis, Chadleworth, Stanford, and Steventon in 
Berkſhire ; the Hundreds of Offord and Chughy in Huntingtonſhire ;

# Lands added to his See, I find King Edward VI. excepts from his 
& Juriſdiction this Abbey of Weſtminſter, the Church of St. Margaret, Pad- 
ington, St. Ciles in the Fields, St. Martins-le-Grand, Morme ly Ferynges 
and St. Mary at Malden, belonging to this Abbey. While it continu'd 
Cathedral, the Dean and Prebendaries kept ſeveral Houſes and kept Re- 
dence only for 21 Days three quarters of the Year, and 24 one quarter: 
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Thc Dean, it he was abſent one Day of his Reſidence, paid 10s. if he 
came not at all, he had only the Corps of his Deancry, which was 40l. 
Every Prebend forfcited 1s. for every Day omitted of his Reſidence, and 
it wholly abſent, had but the Corps which was Io. 

Qucen Mary coming to the Throne, ſhe and King Philip, by Letters 
dated at Croyden the 7th of September, in the third and fourth Years of 
their Reign, reſtor'd the Monks; and on the 287% of October tollowing, 
Dr. John Fecknham, who had been Dean of St. Paul's, and 14 Monks, 
rook the Benedictine Habit in this Church, where the Abbat was inſtall'd; 
but the Revenues could not be in any Meaſure reftor'd , yet ſuch as the 
Dean and Canons had, were reſignd into the Hands of Cardinal Pool, 
for reſtoring, or rather new founding a Benedictine Convent in the ſtead; 
but ſhe dying ſoon after, and Queen lig abeth ſucceeding to the Crown, 
ſhe by Patents, dated the 224 of May, in the ſecond Year of her Reign, 
again erected it into a Collegiate Church, under the Government of a Dean 
that ſhould be a Prieſt; and 12 Prebendarics, that ſhould be ſo likewiſe: 
And by her Letters directed ro Matthero Parker, Arch-biſhop of Canter- 
bury, nominates Dr. Bill Dean, her Almoner, and the Prebendaries. The 
Qucen likewiſe inſtituted a College, or School, after the Manner of thoſe 
at Eaton and Wincheſter, of 40 Scholars, govern'd by an upper Maſter, 
and Uſher, or ſecond Maſter; theſe were term'd the © zeen's Scholars: 
And whereas, when it was a Deanery in Henry VIITs time, the Scholars had 


35. Gd. 4 allow'd them, and boarded any where; coming only daily to 


School for Learning. Theſe were collected into one Body, and a Part of 


the old Abbey Offices ſet apart for a Porter or Dormitory, which was 
then call'd a great Chamber, provided for them by Dr. Bill and the 
Prebendarics; they had likewiſe their Commons in the Dean's Hall, and two 
Yards of Broad-cloth for a Gown ; there was likewiſe a Houſe provided 
for them in the Dean's Cloſe, in caſe of Sickneſs, and another at Cheſwick. 
As tor the Dean and Prebendaries, who formerly divided their Proviſion 
Money, and dieted at large, they were by Dr. Bills Regulations oblig'd to 
keep Commons together with the Dean in his Hall, where were two 
{quare Tables, one tor himſelf, and whom he invited, and the other for the re. 
{dent Prebendaries; which two Dr. Goodman united for ſaving Charges. 
There was alſo appointed a Maſter of the Choriſters, who had a Houſe 
and 4.1. per eAnnum allow'd him, and 3 l. 6s. 4d. for cach of the 10. 
Choriſters with Livery, and one Buſhel of Wheat weekly. The Miniſters, 
and Singing Men, and Organiſts had Houſcs and Sallaries appointed, as 
likewiſe other Officers, and 12 poor Soldiers, which Method has ſince 
been much alrer'd; rho' Dr. Goodman cndcavour'd to have Bill's Orders 
enacted ; what they were may be ſeen at large in Mr. Stow's Survey. But 
while this Regulation was doing here, the Church of Rome were not want- 
ing of Hopes to recover this Place; and therefore when King James I, 
came to the Throne, they took Care of a freſh Inſtitution of Monks for 
this Place; for which End one Sebert or Sigebert Buckly, who had been a 
Monk here, and was then the only ſurviving one of this Abbey; ſeveral Eng- 
liſh Students, in Italy and Spain, made Intereſt about 1603. with Pope 
Clement VIII. to erect an Engliſh Miſſion, which the Pope granted the 
lame Year; and ſoon after that of Doway, and another at Dieultoart 
in Lorain, were ſet apart for them; and Buckly receiv'd ſeveral of 
Monnt-caſſino into this Congregation: The Management and Particulars 

relat- 
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relating to this Eſtabliſiment may be ſeen at large in Reyner s Apoſf. 
Bened. in Anglia. Bur I return to my intended Hiſtory of the Build- 
ing. 

"After this Inſtitution, I find the Beauty of the Church, and in a great 
Meaſure the Ornaments, ſuch as were decent, were preſerv'd, which gave

offence to ſeveral nice Perſons ; and among the reſt one John Hardyman 


D. D. Prebendary of the third Stall, letting about a thorough Retorma- 
tion, brake down the Altars in the Church, and Ornaments, and much 
defacd others, for which being complain d of to the Queen's Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Commiſſioners, he was deprivd Anno. 1667. 

When Dr. Williams was Dean, he founded the Library, at which Time the 
Spirit of Faction and Deſtruction began to rage again ; this Building was 
threaten'd with Deſtruction from the incens'd Rabble, who attempted fe- 
veral times to break in; but by the Care of the Dean, who plac'd Guards ma- 
ny * within fide for Defence, they were repuls d; but it was not long 
after that they gratify d their Fury, when a Troop of Soldiers were let 
looſe into the Church, who committed all manner of Outrages; break- 
ing the Organs, putting on the Veſtments, and baiting one the other a- 
bout the Church, drinking, ſmoaking Tobacco round the Altar; and in 
ſhort committing whatever Havock cnlarg'd Diſorder and Malice could 
prompt them to. 

The Church ſuffer'd not more in loſs of her Decency and Ornaments, 
than of the great Ornament and Decency of her Government, which (diſ- 
ſolv'd, and the Church Lands fold and confiſcated,) the Church was 
us d in common, there being a Morning and Afternoon Lecturer ap- 
pointed to preach here; and here the Parliament reſorted on their Pals 
when they ſought the Lord concerning Miſchief, and prais d him for their 
Succeſs in it, while the Preachers inſulted the Aſhes of their dead Mon- 
archs, and ſpirited them to deſtroy their living Sovereign; and during 
theſe miſerable times of Rebellion under the Parliament, and afterwards 
under Cromwell, the Pulpit here was continually fill'd with the grave 


Hypocriſy of the firſt Preachers, and the mad and blaſphemous Extra- 
vagancy of the latter. 


After the King's Murder, the Parricides, as a Reward, beſtow'd the 
Deanery Houſe on Bradſhaw their Preſident, where he died, and whence 
his Carcaſs was brought and buried in this Church, as were likewiſe thoſe 


of Cromwell, &'c. depoſited ; but upon the happy Reſtauration, that 


of Epiſcopacy attended it, and this Place recover'd her former Glory, with- 
out any Alteration, ſaving that of numbering the Prebendaries Stalls: And 
in this Reſpect ſhe is greater, for that her Deans have for two Succeſ- 
ſions been Prelates, and are thereby privileg d, as her ancient Abbats

were, with a Scat in the Houſe of Lords. Of whoſe Power and Office

The Dean may now be ſaid to enjoy all the Honour, Power, and Pre- 
rogative the former Abbats did, and therefore is ſtill by ſome accounted 
an Abbat: He is under no Eccleſiaſtical Jurisdiction whatſocver, and 
his Church is (till ſo privileg d, that the Biſhops ſign their Proteſt againſt in- 
fringing it, before they meet here in Convocation: He is nominated by 
the King, and is immediately under no other Perſon : At the Coronati- 
ons he aſſiſts uſually in the higheſt Offices, now that of crowning ; 
whereas the Abbats only - ſprinkled the holy Water at that Ceremony. 
By his Reſidence near the Court he generally is mix'd with the Affairs of

In the middle of this Chapel, under a moſt magnificent and curious Moni. 
ment of various Marble and Alabaſter, adorn'd with Relieve and beautify'd with 
Painting and Gilding, hes buried Sir Francis Norris, a famous Warrior in the 
Netherlands, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, by whom he was created Lorlf 
Norris of Rycott, and his Lady. Their Statues are ar full length on the Tomh, 
as exlubied N*. 72. but there is no Inſcription, nor it's likely ever was, fa 
Mr. Keep in his Time tells us he could ſee no remains of any. 

_ One Weſt:ſide of this Chapel is the back of the late Duke of Newcaflles 
Tomb, the front being to the North-Croſs. 
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Having thus gone throwgh all the Chapels wherein are Monuments, for in 
that of St. Blaſe there are no remains of any, we now returning through the 
three laſt Chapels, now laid open into one, where, in Keep's Time the Lower 
Convocation ſat, into the Sacriſtary, or circular Paſſage ſurrounding St. Edwards 
Chapel, and affording a Paſſage to the others, in which Arca the ſeverd 
Tombs erected, and Perſons of diſtinction buried, we next proceed to mention, 
And firſt to begin with the three ancient ones, on the Weſt end and North 
ſide of it, fronting the Chapels of St. Eraſmus and St. John the Evangelist on 
one fide, and encloſing one part of the Pavement before the Altar, and ons 
open to it on the other, which in Keep's Time were thence to be viewed by 
withdrawing the Tapiſtry Hangings, but ſince erecting the new Altar wainſcoted 
cloſe up, and one of them to be by no means ſeen, and the others only from the 
{ide next the Arca, 
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The firſt of theſe, which is entirely clos'd up, is the Weſtermoſt of the thres, 
and ncar the wooden Hatches encloſing the Area from the North Croſs, where, 
till of late Years, they attended to ſhew the Tombs, as they do now in the South 
ſide. The Tomb is of Freeſtone, made like a cloſe Bed, the back of it wall d 
towards the Area, againſt which Biſhop Duppa's Tomb is plac'd ; the Tomb 5 
cover'd with an ancient Gothick Arch, almoſt a half Circle, and an obſtuſe n- 
ling over it, adorn'd on the top with a Fleur de liz ; on the {ide of the Arch ate 
Vine-branches in Relievo, the Roof within is compos'd of many Angles, under 
which lies the Image of a Lady in a very ancient Dreſs, mufffd under the Chun, 
and a Vail partly drawn over her, her Feet reſting upon two Lyons, and het 
Head on Pillows, ſupported by Angels fitting on each ſide the Effigy, gilt and 
painted; on the {ide of the Tomb are fix Niches, on which ſeem to have e 

| 5 painted 
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painted ſix Monks; and on the Pedeſtal towards the Area, are remains of Pain- 
ting. This Tomb may, by the Curious, be ſeen juſtly engrav'd in Mr. Sandy- 
ford's Genealogical Hiſtory of the Kings of England; and the back of it in the 
ſame Plate with that of Biſhop Duppa next following. It was creCted for Ave- 
line Counteſs of Lancaſter, Daughter to William de Fortibus, Earl of Albemarl 8 
and Holderneß, by Iſabella Daughter and Heir of Baldwin, Siſter and Heir 3 
Baldwin de Ripariis, or Rivers Earl of Devon; ſhe was married to Edmond Earl 
of Lancaſter, Son to King Henry III. on the 6th Ides of Apr. 1269, being Thurſday N 
before St. Ambroſe, at which Marriage the King was preſent, In right of this Mites. * 
Lady, as Heir both to Father and Mother, her Huſband had the Earldoms 
aforeſaid and the Iſle of Wizht : She died the ſame Year of her Marriage. 
Dugdale mentions one Aveline Counteſs of Lancaſter married this Year who Baronape, 
died at Stockwel near London, 4. Id. of Nov. 1293, and was buried in the Priory © * 
of Bromore in Wilts, Qu. If not miſtaken, 

On the back of which is a Table Monument of white Marble, N'. 73. erected for 
Dr. Duppa Biſhop of Wincheſter, and Tutor to King Charles II. All in general 
who mention him give him the Character of a Perſon of excellent Qualificati- 
ons, ſingular and exemplary Piety, of a reſign'd Humility, and extenſive Cha- 
rity ; to which if we add, a graceful and comely Perſonage, he was every way 
qualify'd for the Tuition of the Prince; and for the Conſervation of the di- 
{treſsd King, who when Priſoner in Carisbrook-Caſtle, was us'd to ſay his Con- 
finement was much reliev'd by that Divine's Converſation, and whoſe exemplary 
Conduct had rais d ſuch reverence for him in his Royal Pupil, Charles II. that 
the Day before his Death, that Prince came to Richmond, and at the Bed- ſide 
aſked his Bleſſing on his bended Knees : He lv'd univerſally belov'd, and dy'd 
equally eſteem d. He hv'd not two Years after the Reſtauration, and in that time 
he was a conſiderable Benefactor to Chriſt-Church College, and that of Al- Souls in 
Oxford; to all the Cathedral Churches over which he had formerly preſided ; 
founded an Hoſpital at Greenwich, where he was born, with this Inſcription over 
the Door, A poor Biſhop vom d this Houſe, but a great and wealthy one built it; and 
laſtly, he founded that remarkable Hoſpital at Richmond, where he dy'd, Theſe 
Inſtances are ſuſficient Proofs of this great and good Man.

NE AR the baſis of Richard the Second's Tomb, in the Area, is an ancient 
flat Stone in the Pavement, formerly plated with a Man's Efhgies and a Canopy 
with Arms, and an Inſcription round it, of which I can find no more remaining 
than broken words; Under this « buried Sir John Golofre, (or Holofre) call'd 
Lord of Langley, natural Son of Sir John Golotre, Kt. by Johannet Pulham.

He married (as ſome ſay) the Lady Philippa Fitxwalter, Sandford, 
and Ducheſs of York, who lies buried in St. Nicholas Chapel: Yet Dugdale — Bk 
ſays, he married Elizabeth Counteſs of Sarum, Siſter to the ſaid Philippa: he Baton. 
died at Wallingford in the County of Oxford, 20 Richard II. 1396. having di- 
rected his Body ſhould be buried in the Chancel of the Friers minors Church 
at Oxford, near his Father, if he ſhould die before his Wife : but notwithſtand- 
ing that, the King gave Orders for his burial in this Church.

Pass1NG from this Arca through the Hatches into the South Croſs we turn 
in at a {ide door which brings into the Choir, before the Rails of the High Altar, 
and through them, upon the curious moſaick Pavement, which is eſteem'd un- 
equall'd in its kind, About the Year 1258. when Richard Ware was elected 
Abbat of this Church, he going to Rome for Conſecration, in his return thro 
France purchas'd, from the Ruins of a decay'd Building there, the Materials of 
a moſaick Pavement ; which Work was formerly, i. e. towards the decline of 
the Roman Empire, in great eſteem, and conſiſted of {mall pieces of Clay painted 
and burnt like Bricks, and being of various colours made, by a juſt diſpoſition, 
variety of curious Figures, more beautiful and durable than the fineſt Marble; 
but this is ſuppos d to be compos'd of real Marble, as Porphyry, Touch, Jaſper, 
Lydian, Alabaſter, and Serpentine z it is form'd in ſeveral Squares and Circles, 
the Stones are ſquare, and about a Finger in length, of which, a great number 
being taken up at erecting the new Altar, ſome of them are with the Right Ho- 
nourable the Lord Harley. The Pavement, at erecting that Altar, was threaten'd 
with a total diflolution by the Workmen, whole mercenary and misjudging No- 
tions deſtroy whatever is venerable, but by the Influence of the Lord Oxford, 
and the care of the then Biſhop of Rocheſter, it was for the molt. part ſavd; 
yet they broke it up under where the Altar ſtands, and where the marble Slabs 
lie round the edges on the ſides. What is left makes a moſt beautiful appear- 
ance, and ſeems to brave all the Injuries of Time, but for that the braſs circles 
of Letters are almoſt worn out. The Reader may remember, that I propos d 
a larger number of Verſes than were ever publiſh'd on it, but in the hurry 
of that Volume had not leiſure to examine every thing that paſs'd through 
my hands, and thoſe Verſes which I then thought engravd on it, I find in 
reality were not, but in praiſe of it only. The genuine Verſes are theſe, on the 
World and Man's Age.

N Ox the South ſide was once open the Tomb of Sebert, which we have already 
deſcrib'd. And near it another of Freeſtone, having on it, in a Cypher AC. and 
on the ſides the Arms of Cleve and Fuliers ; it was erected to the Memory 
of Anne of Cleve, Siſter to William Duke of Cleve, a Lutheran Prince in Germany, 
This Lady was contracted in Marriage by King Henry VIII. ſhe was receiv'd in 
great Triumph at Blackheath on the 50 of January 1539. on the gth of the 
{ame Month married, and the Fuly following, by the King and the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury's Authority, divorced, with liberty to remarry. After this Di- 
vorce the Queen liv'd ſingle in England, and was call'd the Lady Anne of Cleve ; 
and ſixteen Years after, viz. in the fourth of Queen Mary's Reign, ſhe died at 
Chelſey, and was here buried, without any Epitaph, 
In the Pavement near her, lies buried a more unfortunate Queen, viz. Anne 
Wife to Richard III. Daughter to Nevil Earl of Warwick, {ſhe was, as molt think, 
poyſon'd by order of that Uſurper her Huſband, to make way for a Marriage 
with Eliza. Daughter to his Brother Edward IV. and was the fifth Royal Lite 
he had taken away to ſecure his illgotten and ſhortliv'd Power. 

ON the ſame {ide was formerly a Graveſtone plated for Abbat Werlock, and 
about it for ſeveral other Abbats, as will be ſeen in their Lives, Before the 
Rails lie buried Dr. South and Buſby, under blue Graveſtones, their Graves join, 
and are turn'd over with Arches of Brick, Paſſing hence through the Doors on 
the ſides of the High-Altar brings us into the

Which Chapel- is pav'd with the ſame moſaick Work as that before; in the 
mid't of it ſtands the Shrine of that Saint, and round it the Tombs of our 
Engliſh Kings; the Chapel is but ſmall, but ſo ſolemn and venerable, that it 
ſtrikes a greater Idea of religious Solitude and Contemplation than any Place 
perhaps in the World.

IVincheſter, and John a Layman, who being poſſeſt with Devils came from Je. 
land purpoſely to receive Benefit from this Saint, and upon ſeeing his Cheſt re. 
mov d, the Devils were inſtantly caſt out. There was the ſame Day a great 
Feaſt held by the King in honour of him, of which Feaſts, tho hinted before, 
it will not be amiſs to mention the Cuſtom of obſerving them, which was thus: 
* On the Vigil of this Saint the King with thoſe Nobles who attended at this $9. 
« lemnity, were cloathed in white Garments, and ſpent the Vigils ſtrict in Faſting, 
Watching, and Prayer, and Acts of Charity, remaining all Night in the Abby 
Church, the next Day he gave orders that ſolemn Maſs ſhould be ſung in the 
Church, the Choire being clothed in Veſtments of the richeſt Silk which he gave 
for that Purpoſe, and the Church illuminated with innumerable Wax Tapes 
* aud the fineſt Mulick ; the Feaſt of his Tranſlation was likewiſe very magnifi- 
cent, at which Feaſts the King generally took occaſion to call his Parliament, 
and tranſact the great Affairs of the Nation. 
This Account being ſo particular I could not omit it. I next proceed to deſcribe 
this Shrine as 1t now appears, 
The Shrine is compos'd of various colour'd Stones, faid by ſome to be part of 
thoſe which Abbat Ware brought to pave the Altar: but I think there is a large 
difference, if we may gueſs by what remains; the Floor indeed is of the ſame 
Materials with that before the Altar, but the Shrine ſeems to be of a thin 
Mofuick, like Henry the 3d's Tomb. The Stone-work is hollow withinsſids, 


and within it, about as high as the top of the fide Arches, is a large Cheſt band. 


cd with Iron, and now almolt loſt in Duſt, over the Stone-work 1s a Frame of 
Wainſcot, {aid in time paſt to have been curiouſly plated with Gold, and a. 
dorn'd with precious Stones; the Frame is very neat and regular, but ſeems 
never to have been cover'd, and as for the Jewels that adorn'd it they are ſtill 
there, for on the Pillaſters between the Arches is a kind of Moſaick-work of 
ſtain'd Glaſs, a cuſtomary Ornament at that time, as appears by the Tomb of 
Edmund Crouchback on the North- ſide the Altar, which is inlaid after tht 
ſame manner. This Frame was cover'd at top, as appears by the Draught in Mr. 
Sandford; but that upper Frame is much disjointed and ſunk in; over which 
Frame was. the curious one mentiond by Pars. This Shrine was undoubtedly 
repair'd or built at ſeveral times, as appears, in ſome meaſure, by the difference 
of Workmanſhip ; for Inſtance, the Pillars at the Weſt-end are very unlike, the 
one having a Dorick Chapiter, the other a wreath of Vine-leaves; the ſame 
diſſimilitude is between the Eaſt- end and the Weſt, the latter ſtanding on 2 
Greave, or the baſis of the Tomb, the former having no Chapiter and the baſs 
buricd in the Earth. But for this perhaps a Reaſon may be given; for under 
the Chair of the Coronation the Floor is pav'd with Tiles different from the 
moſaick Pavement, in whlch place, I am inclin'd to think, were Steps to deſcend 
under the Tomb, where (very probably) the enſhrin'd Body of this Saint lay; 
the Cuſtom of enſhrining being very different, for ſometimes the Coffin was 
lac'd level with the {ſurface of the Earth, ſometime upon it, and ſometime in 
altum The firſt was to Men of exemplary Piety, who had ſuffer'd no more for

But the Letters of the forme being not the uſual Character of that Age, I ſuppoſe it 
was ſince renew d. Before I leave this Shrine, it will be neceſſary to take ſome notice 
of a Narrative concerning the finding St. Edward's Body, and the Croſs in the Cheſt 
enclos'd, as beforemention'd, which was thus : One Young belonging to the Choir 
of this Church, which Young, by the way, was no other then Henry Keep, who in 
King James 24's Time being reconcil'd to the Church of Rome, chang'd his Name, 
ſometime after the Coronation of King James the II. obſervd the Cheſt be- 
foremention'd to be broken, as he ſuppos'd, by the fall of a Beam from the Co- 
« ronation Scaffolding, which had broken a Hole in the Lid over the Breaſt : He 
« went with two Friends who came to ſee the Tombs,' and fetching a Ladder to 
« {ce if the Report was true, found it ſo, upon which, putting in his Hand, he 
« turn'd the Bones, and found under the Shoulder Blades a Crucifix, richly adorn'd 
« and enamel'd, and a gold Chain of twenty Inches long, with Pieces of Linen, 
« and gold colour'd Silk; the Head was ſolid and firm, the upper and lower 
« Jaws full of 'Teeth, and a Liſt of Gold round the Temples, and much Duſt in 
the Coffin; this Croſs he preſented the King, who, he ſays, thereupon or- 
* der'd the Coffin to be enclos'd in a new One two Inches thick, and cramp'd 
with Iron Wedges.

This was plac'd over ano- iſ 
ther young Princeſs, viz. Margaret, ſurnam'd of York, viz, of the Family, 
Daughter to Edward the 4th King of England, by Elizabeth Woodville his Queen: 
ſhe was born the 19th of April 1492. and died the 1 1th of Dec. following being 
not nine Months old and was here buried. Mr. Sandford gives us this Inſcript-

It is obſervable that Mr. Weaver takes no notice of the Proſe Inſcriptions, nei- 
ther of this, nor that of the Princeſs Elizabeth, which makes me anclin'd to be- 
lieve they were torn away at the Time of the Reformation, for that ſuch In- 
ſcriptions were, there is plain Proof, not only from Records, but the Verſes of 
chis latter refer to the Proſe. : 
Ar the Weſt-end and South-ſide of this Chapel is a large plain Stone of grey King Eds. 
Marble, compoſed of ſeven Stones, four make the ſides, two the Ends, and one the ,. 
the Cover ; this plain and rough Monument was placd over the glorious Kin 
Edward the I. This Prince was Son of King Henry the III. and born at Weſtmin- 
ſter 17th of June 1239. and four Days after chriſten'd by the Legate Otho, he 
was called Edward from his Father's Favourite, St. Edward the Confeſſor, and 
Longſhanks from the Talneſs of his Stature, he was at his Father's Deathwar- 
ring in the holy Land, where he had been ſucceſsful againſt the Infidels, but re- 
turning was crown'd in this Church, the 1 gth of Auguſt 1274, he was a Prince 
of martial Spirit, and overcame the Welch, and ſubdu'd Scotland, bringing away 
the fatal Stone, and offer'd it at St. Edward's Shrine in this Church, he was a 
Prince every way of extraordinary Accompliſhments, and in his Time man 
wholeſome Laws were enacted ; laſtly, hearing the Scots had roſe and ſhook off 
their Allegiance, he march'd againſt them, but, being afflicted with a Diſentery, 
or bloody Flux, he return'd to Carliſle, where ſending for his Son, Prince Eq- 
ward, he gave him, in ſtrict Charge, that he ſhould carry his Bones about him 
through Scotland, till he had brought it to Subjection. 24h, That he ſhould 
ſend his Heart to the holy Land with 140 Knights, and the 3 2000 J. he had 
provided to that Purpoſe, and that he ſhould not recal Gaveſtone from Baniſh- 
ment, neither of which the Prince performed. After which proceeding on his Ypodig. 
Journey he fell ill at Borough, or Burgh upon the Sands in Cumberland, the 71h gs. © 
of 7uly Anno 1307, but according to Wyke's, by miſtake 1304. having reign'd Wykes cron. 
thirty four Years, {even Months and twenty one Days, and liv'd 68. After his Ruegen ad 
Death, Peter of Spain the Cardinal made ſolemn Proceſſions, and gave a Ycar's In- 
dulgence to all ſaying Pater noſter and ave Maria for the Kings Soul, whoſe Dcath 
Robert Archbiſhop of Canterbury is ſaid to have ſeen in a Viſion being then at 
Rome; his Body was brought to Waltham and there remain'd fifteen Weeks. 
Walſhingham ſays fix, every Week the neighbouring Monaſteries ſending ſix Monks, 
or Canons to wait Day and Night round his Body, whence being convey'd in a 
ſolemn and magnificent manner to London, he was interr'd here on 28 Octob. be- Walſing- 
ing St. Simon and Jude s Day; Anthony Patriarch of Jeruſalem, and Biſhop e 
Durham performing his exequies. On the North- ſide of his Tomb, are theſe 
Words painted in black, as I ſuppoſe, not long ſince, and under them the Stone 
rubd, where, tis probable, was the original Inſcription, of which this is a Copy.

1, 1206. and took the Crown at nine Years of Age, he reign'd 
a long, but troubleſome reign, by reaſon of the Animoſities rais'd againſt his 
Father, which upon the leait hint took fire, and occaſion'd the Inſurrection of 
the Barons; the conſequence of which was the Great Charter, and that of the 
Foreſt, which were ſo ſtrictly obſerv'd by our Forefathers as the undoubted ſe- 
curity of our Country, and indiſpenſible upon any Exigence whatever. He was Mat. Paris, 
a Prince rather devout than wile, in actibus ſecularibus minus putabatur prudens ;* 22 
as appears by his hearing Maſs three times a Day, at the ſame time that he refus'd 


to hear any Complaints made againſt his Court Pariſites, as the Valences, &c, 
= whom. he enrich'd to the impoveriſhing himſelf, and promoted their foreign 


Creatures to Places where they might inſult his People; a Practice which we have 

found ſeverely true, where the Prince is their Friend, and Power in their Poſſeſ- 

ſion; nor was his regard to the PoiFavins more Pernicious to England then his 

bigotted Obedience to the Pope, who made him his Property, and drew ſupplies 

from us, till we had no more to take, Of which Exactions and the King's 

Indiſcretion Paris inveighs much. He was a man of a middle Stature, well ſet, 

had a caſt with one Eye, even to hide part of the Ball and Pupil. A man of vi- 

gour and ſtrength, and ſuppos d by Paris to be foretold by Merlin under the Alego- 

ry of the Leopard. |

W next come to the Chapel and Tomb of Henry V. which is at the Eaſt-end King Henry 


of St. Edward's, and parted off by a Skreen of Iron made in the Time of Henry 
VII. on each fide which are Stair-Caſes adorn'd with Images, big as the Life, 
aſcending to the Chauntry over it, as before deſcrib'd. In this Chapel lies in- 
terr'd that glorious and warlike Prince Henry V. Son of Henry IV. He was ſur- 
nam d of Monmouth, the Place of his Birth, which happen'd An. 1388. In his ear- 
ly Years he was guilty of many Follies and Extravagancies, ill becoming his Dig- 
nity, but upon coming to the Crown, wore it with the utmoſt Applauſe, he 
was crown'd in this Church the gth of April 1413. and reign'd nine Years five 
Months and fourteen Days, after having boldly prov'd his Right to the Crown of 
France, by that glorious Victory at Agincourt : But whilſt he was in perſuit of 
further Conqueſt, and endeavouring to lay France under quiet Subjection, he 
fell ill at Suley of a Fever and Flux, as he was marching to relieve Coſſney, then be- 
lieged by the Dauphinez from whence being remov'd to Bois de Vicennes, he de- 


his Death, his Bowels were buried in the Church of St. More de Foſſes, afterwards 
his Fody being ſeared and clos'd in Lead, was attended by the Nobility of England 
and France to the Church of Noſtre Dame at Paris, where he had his E xequies per- 
7 form'd, from whence he was brought to Rhoan, from thence to England, in an open

On the covering of the firſt Horſe 
that drew the Charriot was embroider d the Arms of England, 2d England and Franc, 
quarterly, 3d France, 4th of King Arthur; vix. three Crowns of Gold in a Field 
At St. Paul's he had ſolemn Exequies, and thence was brought to this 
Abbey, as in his Will he had given Orders, to be interr'd in great State; his Effigy 
being on the Coffin in a Robe of Purple and Ermines, holding in one Hand hi 
Scepter, in the other the Ball and Croſs having a golden Crown on his Head and the 
Royal Sandals on his Feet, and ſo plac'd in an open Chariot, that he might be ſeen; 
around the Chariot 1400 Tapers were carried by venerable Perſons, He lies at the 
Feet of Edward the Confeſſor, in a Place ſet apart for keeping Reliques, where his 
Queen erected a Monument over him of grey Marble, whereon was plac'd his Statue 
of Heart of Oak; on which was a Head of Silver, and likewiſe his Scepter, and other 
Regalia, with a plate of Silver inſ{crib'd with theſe ſtupid Verſes, the product of the 
darkeſt Age England ever ſaw, our Learning declining ſenſibly in the hurried Af. 
fairs ſucceeding Richard the Second's Death, and the uſurpation conſequent, Such 
as they were take them : 
Dux Normanorum, verus conqueſtor eorum 
| Heres francorum deceſſit, et hector eorum. 

But all theſe filver Ornaments, the Head not excepted, became the Prey of pilfer. 
ing, avaricious and ſacrilegious Hands, ſo that the headleſs Trunk is all that re- 


mains. This Tomb was enclos'd with Grates and Gates of Iron, finely wrought, 


by Henry VII. and over it is a Chauntry Chapel, as mention'd in the deſcription d 
the Church, with his Weapons Capariſon, Cloth, c. His Tomb {ee here repre- 
ſented, and the Head ſupply'd, as Mr. Sandford did formerly from an ancient 
Painting. This Prince was very tall of Stature, of a long Neck, his Eody lean 
and Slender, and his Bones ſmall, yet he exceeded moſt Men in Strength: he was 
brave, couragious, but very merciful and generous, as appears by his concern for 
Richard the zds Murder. He had undoubtedly rais'd England to almoſt overbs- 
lance Europe, had not Death put a ſtop to his Deſigus, which however might till 
have been effected, had not his Blood degenerated its Heat, in that mild Prince his 
Son, as indeed had been the caſe at moſt Times in that Age, viz. John and Henry lll, 
Edward I. and Edward II. black Prince, Richard II. and this Prince and Henry VI.

Jil. of St. Edward, is a ſtately Monument of grey Marble, having over it a decayd 
Canopy of Gothick Work, on which is a Table and Effigy of Copper gilt, repre 
ſenting King Edward the III. tho' his Corps hes in the ſame Grave with Phillippg's, 
as the her ſelf deſir'd on her Death-bed; on the Sides of the Tomb were the braſs 
Statues and Arms of theſe his Sons and Daughters, (of which ſome remain / viz; 
on the South. ſide, 1ſt. Edward Prince of Wales, 2d. Foan de la Tour, call'd 
(Queen of Spain, Lionel Duke of Clarence, Eumund Duke of York, Mary Dutcheſ; 
of Britain, and William of Hatfield ; on the North-l1de, were the Statues of Iſabel, 
Lady of Concy, William of Windſor, John, Duke of Lancaſter, Blanch de la Tour, 
Margaret, Counteſs of Pembroke, and Thomas, Duke of Glouceſter ; of theſe laſt 
the Arms only remain, on the Baſis of the Tomb are plac'd on large Shields of 
Braſs, cnamel'd, the Arms of St. George and Edward the III. on the little Tomb 
of Margaret, Edward the IV's. Daughter, which joins to the Head of this Tomb, 
is placd the Shield and Sword carried before this King in France, the latter of 

which is ſeven foot long, and weighs eighteen Pounds. 
This Edward III. was eldeſt Son of Edward II. King of England, who being 
depos'd and murder'd in the Infancy of this, the Crown was plac d upon his Head, 
At his 14th Lear; he laid claim to the Crown of France, in right of his Mother 
Iſabell, Daughter to Philip the IV. and made that claim ſure by numerous Con- 
queſts under his Conduct, and that of his brave Son the black Prince; Scotland 
he reduc'd to allegiance, and aftet the {ſecond Revolt, took their King Priſoner, 
France by the Battles of Creſſy and Poichers, he ſubdu'd, at the latter of which, 
John their King was likewiſe taken, ſo that he had at London two Captive Kings 
at once, the firſt of theſe, after 11 Years Impriſonment, was releas'd, the latter 

dicd in the Savoy, | 

In his Time England ſeem'd to ſhine in her Meridian, Learning was.encouragd; 
Gallantry, and that the molt honourable, was praCtis'd ; the Order of the Garter 
inſtuted ; the Subjects belov'd, the Prince honoured at home, and fear'd abroad; 
till after a long Reign, and impair'd Age, the reins of Goverment began to grow 
flack, the Prince was impos'd upon, and Lancaſter, that ambitions Son of his, 
clouded all the ſetting Glories of his Reign, incouraging popular Factions, and 
debauch'd the Kings hours with a Woman who had too great an aſcendant 
over him, an imperious arbitrary Favourite, one Perers, who having been chief 
88 Lady to the Queen, was much eſteem'd after her Death by the King, not as 
Mliſtreſs, which ſome (in regard ſhe was a Wicklifift) fay, and particulary Mal- 
fingham, who, with a Heat uſual to him, calls her infanda meretrix & verecundd 
pellex 3 but out of reſpect to his Queen's Memory: this Woman was married to 
Sir IVilliam Windſor beforementioned. Thus ended this glorious Sun its Courſe, 
being upon his Death-bed deſerted by all his Favourites, and particularly the ar 
forci:ud Perers, who even took the Rings from his Fingers before his Breath was 
gone, and lying alone, gaſping almoſt his laſt, a Fryer came into the Room and ; 
mov'd at ſuch an Object, had the Courage to approach and bad him Cry pardon Wt 
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for his fins, giving him a Crucifix, the King often kiſs'd its Feet, the Tears Big.

Niches on the ſides, over it is a Table of Copper, with two Effigies of the ſame 
gilt, large as the Life, being erected to Richard II. and his Queen; his Robing is 
wrought with Peaſcod Shells open, and the Peas out, but upon what account that 
deviſe was us d, I know not; over the Tomb is a Canopy of Wood, which has for- 
merly been curiouſly Painted with the Virgin Mary and our Saviour, ſtill viſible, 
and the Arms of Anne his Queen, viz. quarterly, an Eagle diſplay'd with two 


Heads ſable, the Imperial Arms, and Gules a Lyon rampant, quevee forchee argent 


crown'd Or, the Arms of Bohemia impal'd with Richard II. vix. quarterly, 
France, Semee and England, &c. but are ſcarcely now viſible. This unhappy 
Prince, Richard 2d, was Son of that victorious black Prince, and Grandſon to 
Ed. III. laſt mention'd, whom he {ſucceeded in the Throne at his eleventh Year of 
Age: he was ſurnam'd of Burdeaux, the Place of his Birth, which was Anno 1356. 
He was a Princeof unequal'd Beauty; and had the excellencies of his Mind equal d 
Wy thoſe of his Form, he had compleated the Glories his Grandſire began; but hur- 
tried with the Paſſions to which Youth is incident, he involv'd himſelf and the Na- 
tion in many Difficulties, to which the Factions about him contributed not a 
little; of which diſadvantages, Henry of Bullingbrook taking hold, uſurp'd the 
Throne by a canting far-fetch'd Right from Henry III. for conqueſt nor reſignati- 
on were not then pleaded : ſoon after which this hapleſs dethron'd Monarch was 
Impriſon'd, firſt in Leeds, in Kent, then in Pontefract or Pomfret- caſtle in Yorkſhire, 


where ſome ſay he died by Famine : Stow ſays they vex d him five Days with cold ann. 


and hunger: the continuer of Ingulpbus, that he voluntarily faſted five Days and 
Nights, and Malſingbam ſays, that for the grief conceiv'd upon diſcovery of the 
nlite Plot, ſemetipſum extinxit media voluntaria. Others ſay, that Henry IV. 
gave hints to have him deſtroy d, which one Sir Pierce of Exton hearing, went 
from Court with eight Men in Company, to Pomfret, and enter'd the King's 
Chamber arm'd, who perceiving their deſigns, put the Table from him, wreſted 
2 Bill from the Hands of the foremoſt, and flew four of the Aſſailants, but being 
drove back to his Chair, where Sir Pierce ſtood, he with a Poleax ſtruck out his 
Brains: This was done at Pomfret in the bloudy Tower, on St. Valentines Day, An. 
399. Auno 1. Henry IV. Whereupon his Bedy was embalm'd and enclos'd with 
Lead, all but the Face, and was brought to the Tower, thence to St. Pauls Church 
n London. to be expos d to publick View for three days, where Service was per- 
form'd, at which the Uſurper was preſent : From whence it was convey d to

: Langeley, and buried in the Church of the Fryers Predicants, the Office being Ihid, 
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perform'd by the Biſhop of Cheſter, and the Abbats of St, Albans and Waltham, 
without any Nobility preſent, or even any crowd, nor any to invite them after. 
wards to dinner, where he reſted for ſome Years till Henry V. a Prince of great 
Humanity reigning, pity'd his caſe and gave Orders to remove him in State tg 
this Abby, whither he was drawn in a Royal Chair, himſelf and all the Nobili 
attending; he was interrd near the Shrine of his admir'd Saint Edward the 
Confeſſor, over whoſe ſacred Aſhes the King erected a Tomb of grey Marble, 
with Niches on the ſides; but without any Statues in them, but on the Tomb is a 
Table of Braſs gilt, and on it, in gilt Copper, large as the Life, the Effigies of this un. 
fortunate Prince, with his Q. Anne; on the King's Robe are the devices of Peaſcod. 
ſhells open with the Peas out; over all is a Canopy of Wood asbeforemention'd, Mr. 
Keep ſays, at the Time of Writing his Hiſtory, thoſe Statues were remov'd, and a late 
Writer from him ſays, they are not there now: how Mr. Keep, could make ſuch a 
Miſtake, when Sandford, nor any other at that Time mention it, I know not; 
there not appearing the leaſt ſign of their having been ever remov'd, tho” there 
have been but too flagrant ones of their having been injur'd, large Pieces of the 
Copper being cut out from the Table, and the Arms ſtolen, from the fide next 
the Area, in the holes of which putting my Hands, I could turn the Boards of his 
Coffin.

IN the ſame Tomb with him lies his Queen, Anne, Daughter to the Em- 
peror Charles the 4th, and Siſter to Wenceſlaus, Emperor and King of Bohemia: 
She was crown'd at Weſtminſter, by William Courtney, Archbiſhop of Canterbury; 
by her the King had no Children, and having been his Wife 12 Years, ſhe died the 

*th of June in the Year 1394. at Shene in Surry, for whoſe Death the Kings 
Grief was, like his other Paſſions, ſo Extravagant, that he curs'd the Place of her 
Death, and order'd the Buildings to be demoli{h'd : ſhe was buried at Weſtminſter, 
in a pompous and ſolemn manner, and at prodigious Expence. Stain'd with the 
Blood of the Earl of Arundel, as Walfingham obſerves, who never fails affronting 
this unhappy Prince's Memory, when he can, uſing the weak and baſe Supports of 
Uſurpation, Perſonal reflection and vindication of the leſſer and firſt eſſays of Re- 
bellion, which were quaſh'd, to give Sanction to the greater more ſucceſſive and 
{ſuccesful ones, under the conſequence of which he liv'd,

BETWEEN the Shrine of St. Edward, and the Tomb of Queen Philipa, under Thoines- oF 
a large Stone, once finely plated with Braſs, with Inſcriptions now not legible, lies Duke ot ; 
Thomas of Woodſtock, Brother to Edward the black Prince, ſixth and youngeſt 19%: 
Son to Edw.III. and Uncle to Richard the II. He was Born at Woodſtock, then the 
Palace from whence he took his Name the 7th Id. Jan. 13 5 5. In the fifticth Year of 
his Father he ſat in Parliament as Conſtable of England. On the Coronation of 
hisNephew,Richard II. he was honour'd with the Title of Earl of Buckingham, 
with an Aunuity of 10091. per Ann. ſettFd on him, and the 2 24 of June follow- 
ing, he confirm'd him Conftable of England; and in right of his Wife Elianor, 
Daughter of Humphrey de Bohun, he had the Titles of, Earl of Efſex and Nor- 
thampton. Of which Elianor, and her Tomb, ſee more in the Chapel of St. Edmond. 
He was afterwardsadvanc'd by Patent, dated 6th Aug. gth Richard II. to the Titles 
of Duke of Glouceſter. This Gentleman whom Walfingham calls, Vir optimus & hiſt. p. 393. 
regis patruus in quo pofita fuere ſpes et ſolatium totius regni comunitatis, was ex- 
treumly careful over the Affairs of the Kingdom, during the unhappy meaſures 
his Nephew took, but too ſubject to a Warmth of Temper, and a froward op- 
poſition of every thing his Prince deſir d; and having once by a combination of 
che Lords, brought him under, intended ftill to keep him ſubject to his dictates, 

which the King, now of ripe Years perceiving, reſolv'd to remove from him, ſo 
ſevere an obſerver and reprover of his Actions: In order to which, he caus'd him 
do be {urpriz'd at his Caſtle of Pleſhey in Eſſex, and convey'd to Calais, where he Walſingham

This Miraculum orbis, as Leland calls it, on the out- 
ſide, would yield a moſt ſurpriſing view, were it not that the Smoke has pretty 
much injur d it, and is adorn d with fourteen Gothick Towers jutting out in ſeveral 
Angles, enlighten'd with Windows, and cover'd with the moſt curious carv'd 
Work of Portculliſes, Flowers de Lis, &c. and have had a vaſt number of Statues 
plac'd in Niches round them, but taken away left they ſhould fall upon the 
Heads of thoſe who attend the Parliament; from which Towers, to the ſides of the 
Roof are Gothick Arches, The aſcent to the inſide from the. Eaſt-end of the Sacri- 
{tarea of St. Edward is by Steps of black Marble, being · Feet in length, under 
a ſtately Portico, to the Gates opening to the Body or Nave of it : Before you 
encer which, you obſerve on either hand a Door-Way opening from the Area 
at the top of the aſcent into the fide Iles of this Chapel, for it is compos'd of a 
Nave and fide Iſles, in manner of a Cathedral; the entrance to the Nave from 
the Aſcent is thro' three noble Portals of Braſs, wrought like Frame-Work, and 
in every other open Pannel a Roſe and a Portcullis of hollow Work, alternately : 
Entring thro' theſe your Eye takes in the moſt beautiful and ſurpriſing Proſpect 
in the World, the Roof of it is very lofty and wrought with the moſt curious 
variety imaginable, the Windows lofty and lightſome, the Stalls of the Choir of 
Wainſcote, curiouſly carv'd, with Gothick Canopies, and the Seats with varicty 
of Devices ; the Pavement 1s of black and white Marble, done at the Charge of 
Dr. Kiligrew, Prebendary here, as appears by two Plates of Brafs infix'd to the 
riſe toward the Founder's Tomb. | 

The Eaſt View from the entrance preſents you with the Braſs Chapel and 
Tomb of the Founder, and round it, where the Eaſt- end forms a Semicircle, are 
the Chapels of the Dukes of Buckingham and Richmond, and the open Spaces 
and Windows, where is the Tomb of Sheffield Duke of Bucks, and the Effigies 
of the Counteſs of Richmond on each fide the Inlet to the great Eaſt Window. 
The {ide Iſles open to the Nave at the Eaſt-end on each fide the Founders Tomb; 
ut at the Eaſt-· end of the South Iſle is the Royal Vault: And of the other, the Mo- 


South Iſles are wrought into the moſt curious Imagery and contain 120. large 
Statues of Patriarchs, Saints, Martyrs and Confeſſors, plac'd in Niches, under 
which are Angels ſupporting Imperial Crowns, beſides inumerable fmall ones;

ELIZABETH Daughter to King James I. married to Frederick Count Palatine 
of the Rhine, who was afterwards nominated King of Bohemia; but driven by the 
Emperor both from thoſe Dominions and his own. This Lady, after the Reſtau- 
ration of her Nephew King Charles II. came into England. She liv'd with the old 
Lord Craven in Drury Lane, and died at Leiceſter-Houſe, on Thurſday Feb. 1661, 
Aged 66. and was carried from Somerſet-Houſe by Water, and here buried, her ſon 
Prince Rupert being chief Mourner.

the Reſtauration, and mitigating the juſt diſpleaſure of the King againſt the 
Rebels) by that very Prince he had ſerwd, that Country he had preſerv'd, and 
thoſe Factions he had with lenity endeavour'd to moderate, rewarded with Ba. 
niſhment in his old Age. He died of the Gout at Rhoan in Normandy. | 

EDWARD Hybe, 3d Son of the Chancellor, Student of Chriſt-Church in Oxy, 
died of the Small-Pox, on the 10 of - -- - 1564. aged 19 Years.

UR beginning this Survey being at the Door entring this Church into 
() the South-Croſs, one ſide of it, in our way, hath already been deſcrib'd; 
returning therefore, we proceed on the other ſides, till we enter the North- Iſle, 
Sc. And in this Czmitery of Men of Learning, who honour this Pile ( tho? 
without Tombs to point them out) more then the ſplendid and more magnifi- 
cent Monuments of Dead Greatneſs, or Living Vanity I ſhall be the more 
particular, and ſhow them at one view, that the Reader may with the greater re- 
verence enter this part of the Church, and contemplate the better upon what a 
variety of Literature he treads at every ſtep, and raiſe from hence a plain Proof, 
that this Church affords great Characters with no Monuments, and great Monu- 
ments with no Characters. | 

Firſt then in our way, as we paſs by Dryden's Tomb, the Pavement adjoyn- 
ing as you go into St. Benedict's Chapel, covers the Aſhes of FRANOISs Be a u- 
MoNT, the Dramatick Writer, who aſſiſted John Fletcher, in compoſing that 
Number of Plays that go under their Names. He was much complimented by 
the Poets of that Time, as Cuſtomary, to which, and his Plays, refer the Reader 
to know more of him. He died in Lon don, the beginning of March 1615. and 
was buried here the gth, without Tomb or Inſcription. | 

Near Chaucer's Tomb, was buried NIcHO. Bx1cu ax, who erected that Monu- | k 
ment over him, a Gentleman equally valuable for his knowledge of Poetry, 
Hiſtory, and the Municipal Laws, he Publiſh'd a Book intitul'd, De venationibus : | 
rerum memorabilium, (from which Bale has borrow'd much) and other miſcella- 
neous Pieces, Poems, Nc. He died in Weſtminſter, in December 1559. and is 8 
{uppos'd to be here bury d; nor is it improbable, ſince in his Life he buried his 8 
Daughter Rachel here, a Child of four Vears old, as appears by this Inſcription,

He left the World in his 63 Year, Auno 1637. viz. the 16th of Auguſt and 
was three Days after buried in this Abby, in the North Iſle, under the Ancient 
Eſcutcheo of Robert de Roos, over whoſe Tomb one Young, afterwards a Knj he 
in King Charles II. Time, of great Milton in Oxfordſhire, placd a Stone, Which 
colt eighteen Pence, and on it this Inſcription : 


O rare Ben. Tohnſon. 


Which Stone is ſtill remaining. There was, *tis ſaid, a conſiderable ſumm ct 
Money gather'd among the curious Men of that Time, for erecting a Monument 
or Statue over him, but the Rebellion breaking out prevented it. | 

Paſſing hence to the South-Weſt Angle of this Croſs, over five or fix ancient 
Stones {trip'd of their Braſs Plates, and only known by Conjecture, of which 
hereafter, near the entrance into the Veltry, or that now us'd as ſuch, lie 
buried, without memorial inſcrib'd, Sir RopERT Str AY LTON, a remarkable Poet 
in the Time of King Charles I. whole Cauſe he follow'd, and for whom he ſuf. 
fer'd in the Times of Uſurpation; upon King Charles II. being reſtor'd, was made 
one of the Gentlemen Uſhers of the Privy-Chamber, he wrote ſereral Comedies 

tranſlated Juvenal and other Pieces, and died 11th Fuly 1659. 

In the corner adjoyning to the Waniſcot-partition of which Veſtry, and a- 
gainſt the Weſt-Wall of this Croſs, is a Monument of white Marble, rais'd to the 
Memory of Dr. OurRAM, which ſee N*. 94. The inſcription in Engliſb s 
thus: Near this Place lies William Outram, D. D. born in Derbyſhire, Fellow 
of Trinity and Chriſt-College i» Cambridge, Canon of this Church, and Arch 
deacon of Leiceſter, a deep and finiſh'd Divine, in all reſpects, a nervous and ac: 
curate Writer, an excellent and conſtant Preacher, firſt in Lincolnſhire, afterwards 
at London, and at length at St. Margaret's Weſtminſter, where be finiſh'd his 
courſe of Life with great applauſe and no leſs ſucceſs; but in ſo great labours and 
intentneſs of Mind he being ſo enflam'd with the ſtudy of Scripture and the Holy Fs. 
thers, grew much diſtemper d with the Gravel, with which being long afflifted, 
and at length worn out, he ended his Life with the utmoſt compoſure of Mind, Aus, 
23. Anno Dom. 1679. having compleated his 54th Year, 

After a long and religous courſe of Life, and forty two Years of Widowhood, 
here reſts IAN EF, Wife of Dr. William Outram, who for a well regulated Lite 
piety to God, ſincerity to Friends, charity to the Poor, was eſteem'd by Heaven, 
dear to many, adnur'd by all. She died October 4, 1721.

quenly. His Education was in Lincoln-College; after leaving which he became firſt Athen. Oxon, 
ſervant to Franzes, Dutcheſs of Richmond, and next to Folk Lord Brook, after I Pag 


whoſe death he took to writing Plays, and grew accquainted with Endymion Por- 
ter, Henry Fermain, and Sir John Suckling. This Sir William was Poet Laurcat 
to King Charles I. upon Ben Fohnſon's death, but had the misfortune to make no 
graceful appearance in that Station, having loſt his Noſe by an odd accident for 
which he was cruelly banter'd by the Wits of that Time. In the Year 1541 he 
was accus'd of ſeducing the Army againſt the Parliament, upon which he was 
ſeizd at Feverſbam in Kent; but being afterwards bail d he fled into France. In 
1643. he was Knighted at the Siege of Glouceſter ; but the King's Cauſe de- 
clining he went again into France, at which time he wrote his Gondibert; after- 
wards being taken at Sea by the Parliament Ships, he was committed Priſoner to 
the Iſle of Wight, thence remov'd to the Tower of London, in order to be tryd 
for his Life by the High Court of Juſtice, but at Milton's Interceſſion he eſcap'd. 
At length having liv'd to ſee the Stage flouriſh after the Reſtauration, he died 
in his 63 Year in his Houſe in Little-Lincolns-Inn- Fields, Anno 1658, and was 
two days after buried in this Place, whence his Antagoniſt May had not long be- 
fore been remov'd. He was ſucceeded as Laureat by Mr. Dryden. 

Next is a Monument of white Marble, ſee N.g5 with a Buſto for Dr. Isaac 
BARRNO W, Head of Trinity College, Cambridge. He travell'd into ſeveral Coun- 
tries, and learn'd many Languages; in 1650 choſen Greek Profeſſor of that Uni- 
verlity, and two Years after Geometry Lecturer in Greſham College: In 1672.

Sir WILLIAM WAILER, General of the Parliament Army in 1642. in 
which he perform'd great Exploits againſt His Majeſty, afterwards ſuffer'd un- 
der Cromwel, and liv'd quietly after the Reſtauration, died in 1668. and was 
buried in the Body of the Church, near the corner of the Choir.

\Livers CrRomweLrL, the Arch-Rebel. He died of an Ague the third of 
Sept. 1658. His Body, for the Stench, was buried privately, on Feb. 26. 
Atter which a Coffin was laid to repreſent him in State, with his waxen Effigies, 
at Somerſet-Houſe ; his burial Shew was at ſuch an expence, that the ſecond 
ihadow of him, his Son Richard, could never diſcharge it. In a open Chariot 
was his Effigy crown'd, carried in the moſt Solemn manner, and depoſited 
here, where he continued ſometime, having a ſumptuous Tomb erected for him, 
where the late Duke of Buckingham s now ſtands, Of his removal hereafter. 


That Infamous Wretch BRA Ds Haw, Preſident of the Mock-Court of Juſtice, 
where he impudently inſulted and gave Sentence of Death againſt his Sovereign. 
He was a dark Melancholy miſcreant, and as well qualified to kill his Prince or 
his Father in private, as to give Judgment in Publick. He died in deſpair, i. e. 
that he ſhould do no more Miſchief ; for in other reſpe&s he was infernally 
infatuated ; his Soul went to its Place the 18:h Day of Nov. 1659. and left his 
wretched Carcaſs in the Dean's ouſe here, which was made a preſent to him for 
his good Services. Thence it was brought into this Church and buried the 224 
following ; the Reſtauration following ſoon after there was no Monument 
for him. 


HENRY IK ETON, Son in Law to Cromwel, who, in the Time of the Re- 
bellion, rais'd himſelf in the Army, Deputy under Cromwe?l in Ireland, where 
he fell ill on the 16th of Nov. 16 50. and died there the 26th of the ſame Month, 
and in 165 1, being convey'd to England his Carcaſs landed at Briſtol, thence was 
pompouſly convey'd to London, where it lay in State in Somerſet-Houſe ; the Motto 
on his Hatchment being, Dulce eſt pro patria mori, which, ſays Wood, an old Cava- 
lier, thus Engliſh'd, It is good for his Country that he is Dead. He was buried 
in Henry VII. Chapel on the 6th of Feb, following, Dr. Owen Preaching his 
Sermon. Afterwards a ſtately Tomb was erected over his Grave with his Effigies and 
his Wives thereon. His Body was after the Reſtauration, taken up with Cromwell's 


and ſhar'd the ſame fate and reinterrment, his Tomb and Trophies being intirely 
removd, 


After the Reſtauration of King Charles II. his Body, with that of Cromwel, w 


taken up, on Saturday 26 Jan. 1660. and on the Monday Night following weredrawn 
in two ſeveral Carts from Weſtminſter to the Red-Lyon in Wibourne, where they 


continued all Night; the Corps of Bradſhaw, which being buried but little more 


than a Vear, was green and ſtank, therefore was not taken up till the Morning 
following, and then was carried in a Cart to the Red. Lion, and the Day following be- 
ing the Day of the Royal Martyrdom, they were drawn to Tybury on three Sledges, 
where they were pull d out of their Coffins and hang d on the ſeveral Angles we: 
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the Gallows, where they hung till the next Day Sunſet, at which 'Time they 
were taken down, had their Heads cut off, and the Trunks thrown into a deep 
Hole under the Gallows, which ſerves for the Monument of their Grave and 
Merit, Their Heads were fix'd on Weſtminſter-Hall. 


EL IZ A. CROMWELL, Mother to Oliver, Daughter of Sir Richard Steward; 
Kt. died at Whitehall 18th Nov. 1654. and was buried in Henry VII. Chapel, 
Afterwards, at the Reſturation, taken up and buried with others in St. Mar. 
garct's Church-Yard. | | 


EL IZ A. CLEYpOLE, Daughter to Oliver, died „th Auguſt 1658, and was 
buried in a Vault made purpoſely for her in Henry VII. Chapel, and removd, 
with Her Mother, 


WILLIAM Tw1sse, D. P. ſometime Chaplain to Elizabeth Princeſs Palatine 
Daughter to King James I, and Rector of Newbury in Berkſhire, a Famous diſpu- 
tant in the Arminidn Controverſy in 1541. He ſided with the Rebels, was one of 
the Aſſembly of Divines, and Prolocutor to them : He died in 1645. and was 
buried on the 24th July near Dr. Outram's Tomb in the South-Croſs, and on the 
14th Sept. 1651. was taken up with May, Marſhal, &c. and buried with them in 
a Pit at the Back- door of the Prebends Lodgings. 


Isaac Dor1sLAavs, a Dutch Man born, firſt a Schoolmaſter, afterwards Dr. 
of Civil Law at Leyden ; coming into England, was entertain'd by Fulk, Lord 
Brook ; he afterwards was aſſiſtant in drawing the Charge againſt King Charles I. 
after which the Rebels fent him Embaſſador to Holland, he arriv'd at the Hague 
in May 1649. King Charles, then in exile, reſiding there; which Impudence of his 
ſome Loyaliſts reſenting, went to his Lodging, where he Supp'd with many}in 
Company, there one Colonel Whitford Stab'd him 1n ſeveral Places, pull'd him 
down to his Feet and cut his Throat. This happen'd the 6th of May, and was 
never truly diſcover'd. This the Parliament reſenting much, caus'd him to be 
brought over and buried Magnificently in this Church the 1 4th of June following. 


Colonel EDwarD POF HAM, whoſe Monument is deſcrib'd in the firſt Vol. 
and preſerv'd by the Interceſſion of his Wife's Friends, yet his Body, by the Kings 
Order, was taken up and carried by his Friends into the Country, - This Man had 
been Admiral of one of the Parliament Fleets, and died of a Fever at Dover 1 9th 
Aug. 1651. and was buried here the 1 4th Septemb. following. 


Colonel RI HARD DEAN, (a meer Seaman, from a common Mariner 
raiſed to be a bold Officer) Admiral for the Commonwealth, was kill'd in a 
Sea-fight between the Engliſh and Dutch, by a Cannon Shot from the Rear-Ad- 
miral of the latter, on the third of June 1653. 


Colonel HUM HRY MaxworTH, one of Oliver's Council, interr'd in Henry 
the Seventh's Chapel, with great Pomp, on the 26th of December 1654. 


Colonel BosCAWEN, a Corniſh Man,

giment of Foot, Governor of Glouceſter, and a Judge againſt King Charles J.

WILLIAM STRONG, ſometime Fellow of catherine · Hall in Cambridge, Rector 
of More - Chirchele in Dorſetſhire, Miniſter of St. Dunſtans in the Weſt, one of 
the Aſſembly of Divines, and Preacher of the Goſpel (ſo call'd) in this Abbey 
Church in the Time of Cromwel's Uſurpation, where he was buried on the 
4th day of Fuly, 1654. Obadiah Doomſday Sedgwick, preaching his Funeral Ser- 
mon; after the Reſtauration he was remov'd, with Marſhal, Nc. 


THOMAS Mar, the Tranſlator of Lucan, and Author of many other Po- 
etical Matters, was ſometime a great Favourite of King Charles the Firſt's and 
his Queen, but not rewarded as he expected, grew a Malecontent and ſided 
with the Rebels, who made him their Hiſtorian : He died ſuddenly in his Bed, 
being choak'd; as ſome ſay, by the Strings of his Night-Cap, as he turn'd 
himſelf, being a fat unweildy Man, Anno 1550. and was buried where Dr. 


Triplet's Tomb is, in the South Croſs, where was a Table - Monument, and ari 


Inſcription inſerted in the Athena Oxon. His Body was taken up and reinterr'd 
with Marſhal, &c. after the Reſtauration. 


WIIIIAu STRODE, Member of Parliament for a Borough in Devonſhire, 
for his Fury call'd, The Parliament-driver ; he was one of the Five Members 
demanded by King Charles the Firſt, He dy'd in 164;, and was buried in Pomp 
near Mr, Pymm. 


RoßBERT Brake, the famous Exgliſh Admiral; who had given ſuch Proofs 
of his Courage as will never be forgotten He was made Admiral by the Re- 
bels in 1649: was a formidable Enemy to Prince Rupert and the King's Fleet; 
reduc'd Scill) to the Parliament, routed Van Tromp and the Dutch Fleet near 
the Iſle of Wight, was a Terror to the Spaniards after the Fight at Sancta Crux, 
in 1657. and a Qurb to the Moors after the attempt on I un. After his 
victorious Fight at Sancta Cruz he died of a Dropſy in Plymouth-Sound, Aug. 17. 
1557. his Bowels were there buried in the Church, and his Body ſheeted in 
Lead whence it was brought to Greenwich, and thence in a Barge cover'd with 
Velvet, and Streamers, and a vaſt Attendance of the Privy-Council; Mayor 
and Aldermen, Officers of the Army, @&c. attending, was brought to this Abs 
bey and buried in Henry the Seventh's Vault, and on the 1 2th of Septemb. 166 l. 
and then (among others unwarrantably buried there in the Uſurparion ) taken 
up and buried in the Church- yard. tHe was a brave Man, and wanted no- 
thing to make him Immortal but a legal Power to fight under, 

DENNIS Boxp, one of the Council of State; and Attendant on Cromwel 
in every thing but his Death, which happen'd four Days before him, viz. the 
zoth of Auguſt 1658. on that windy Day, the rougheſt known, at which time 
Cromwel lying ill, the Report was, of the Devil's coming in that manner: 
Bur Wags of that Time turn'd it into a Proverb, That Cromwel not being pre- 
par'd he gave BOND for his future appearing. He was buried here, and three 
Years after dug up with others; and buried in a Pit in St. Margaret's Church-

under Windſor's Stone, on the South-ſide of the Sacriſtarea, and afterwards 
taken up and buried with the others beforementioned, by an Order from 
King Charles II. to the Dean, in a Pit in St. Margaret's Church-yard, near 
the Back-door of one of the Prebendaries, on the 12th and 14th of September 
1661, with ſeveral Women and Men of no notice,

MANCUSES. In Latin Manca & Marca, and by the Saxons Mancus and 
Manes, thought by Some to be of the Value of our Mark, viz, 4d. and 
to be Pieces of Weight rather than Coin, after the Norman Seeger they were 
call'd Marks, and were of Silver and Gold, it appears by the Pipe-Rolls in Hen. 
zds. Time, that One of Gold was of the Value of ten Silver Ones. Thorn va- 
lues the Silver at 28. 6d. but Bp. Nicholſon at 15. only. 

RooOMsSCOT. Call'd likewiſe Peter Pence, was an el imoſinary Contribution 
of one Penny a Houle to the Pope. 

SACC. Is the Power of Judging Cauſes and taking Finesand Americamentts of 
his Tenants and Vaſlals, by the Lord or Owner of any Place within his Mannor. 

Socc. The Power of holding Courts by the Lord in his Barony, and of 
trying Cauſes. 

ToLL. The Liberty of buying and ſelling within the Precincts of a Mannor, 
or elſe Tribute or Cuſtom paid for Paſſage, likewiſe for Exemption, from that 
Tribute. 

THEAM. The Power granted to a Baron over his Tenants or Villians, and 
their Generations, Poſſeſſions, c. 

SAMIT, Red. i. e. Sattin. 

SYMNELLS. A finer Sort of Bread than uſual, as White Bread. 

GASTELLA. or WASTELLA. Waſtelbread, another fine ſort of Bread, di- 
ſtinguiſhd from the former by Hoveden, who "ſays the King allow'd David K. 
of Scots while in his Court, ſo much of one and the other. 

BRACHINELLA. Cups of Ale. 

CARUCATES. A Plough-Land, the ſame with Hude. 

FRANKPLEDGE. Was the Antient Power of holding a Court Leet, in which 
every Freeman became bound with Sureties at fourteen Years of Age for his 
Truth to the King, Oc. 

HUSTINGS and FOULKMOTES. The Word Huſtings ſignifies a Court from 
the Saxon. This Court is the principal Court in London, and held before the 
Mayor and Aldermen. Foulkmores ſignifies a general Aſſembly of People, and 
in Edward's time was uſed for a Parliament, in this Place it ſignifies the general 
Court or Aſſembly of Londoners in their Guild. 

INFANGTHEOF. Here in Edward Confeſſors Time, it ſignified the Power of 
trying Thieves taken in the Mannor or Liberty of any one. 

GHITHBREC, A breaking the Peace from the Saxon grith Peace and brich a 
Violation, 

HAMSEKEN. A Power granted to Lords of Mannors to hold Pleas. 

FORESTALL, Is Stopping or Aſſaulting a Paſſenger on the Highway. 
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
